Riley of the Detective Bureau tell of the 
eonfessions of some of the seven prison- 
ers who are charged with being con- 
cerned in the crime. They saw two civil- 
fans, one of them a man of affairs, iden- 
tify three of the prisoners as having 
been members of the gang that assault- 
ed Mr. Warner, and then they filed out 
to find a verdict. In half an hour the 
twelve came back and gave it as their 
unanimous verdict that Mr. Warner came 
to his death ‘“‘at the hands of persons 
unknown to the jury,’ telling the Cor- 
oner that they were in favor of the dis- 
charge of the seven prisoners. 

Coroner Hellenstein, who presided at the 
inquest, at once announced from the 
bench that he would set aside the verdict 
and, sitting as a Magistrate, hold each 
of the prisoners for the Grand Jury, add- 
ing that in his opinion ample evidence 
had been produced by the police and 
District Attorney to render any other 
disposition of the case out of the question. 

“Gentlemen of the jury,’’ said Coroner 
Helienstein, “‘I desire to thank you for 
your services in this matter, and in 
thanking you I wish to add that you 
have made a great mistake in your ver- 
dict, for the evidence was ample to hold 
these defendants. You are discharged.”’

arrested in connection with the murder of 
Mr. Warner:

CAPTURED BY BONILLA. 


Honduran Island Taken—Troops De- 
serting to the Insurgents. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 5.—Private dis- 
pstches received here by wireless tele- 
graph from Puerto Cortez say that the 
steamer Hornet, convoying two schooners, 
reached the Island of Ruantan, not far 
from Port Barrios, Honduras, and that 
after some little fighting the island was 
captured. 

According to the dispatches, Bonilla is 
making rapid headway with the revolu- 
tionary movement in Honduras. The sol- 
diers of the Federal Army are said to 
be deserting to his standard by scores, 
and almost all Davilla’s men are reported 
to be disaffected and disloyal. Bonilla, 
realizing this, proceeded to set up a pro- 
visional government. 

Preparations are being made by the 
revolutionists to attack Ceiba, which is 40

garrison weak and believed to be mutin- 
ous. It is expeeted that the soldiers there 
will throw down their arms and join the 
insurgents as did their comrades at other 
points.

TEGUCIGALPA, Jan. 5.—In his mes-

SCARLET FEVER IN SOCIETY. 


Disease, Traced to Christmas Holli- 
days, Mildly Attacks the Younger Set. 


Many cases of ecariet fever have been 
reported within the last few days among 
the younger society set of this city, and’ 
every effort is being made to stop the 
inroads of the fever in the ranks of so-' 
ciety. There are at present more than 
a dozen young society girls and young 








men who have the fever, and a new case 


is reported almost every day, 

Mrs. Herbert Shipman, wife of the rec- 
tor of the Church of the Heavenly Rest, 
has been seriously ill with the fever for 
several weeks, but is now convalescing. 
Owing to her continued illness, it was 
learned yesterday, her parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Edson Bradley of Washington, have 
been compelled to withdraw their invita- 
tions for the cotillion which they were 
to give on Jan, 11 for Miss Helen Taft, 
and also for the tea which they had ar- 
ranged for Jan. 17. 

Among the younger set who have con. 
tracted the fever are Miss Beatrice Flagg, 
Miss Virginia Murray, George Wagstaff, 
and young Seth Barton French. But all 
of these cases are said to be mild. 

The first signs of the fever were shown 
around New Year’s, when several of the 
younger set were were taken down with 
it. In the past week there has been a 
new case reported every day. The pa- 
tients are all quarantined at their respec- 
tive homes, and it is believed that the 
spread of the fever has now been checked. 

There are various reasons put forth as 
to just how the fever got a start. One 
report is that it was spread by a waiter, 
wh? had a mild case in the holidays. Two 
cases among the young women were re- 
ported shortly after they returned from a 
Southern trip. Efforts, however, are not 
being directed so much now to the finding 
of the source of contagion as to stamping, 
out of the fever, The prevalence of the 
fever has not become so alarming as to 
interfere with any social arrangements so 


dar, 

Mrs. Shipman is the only one among the 
older set who has contracted the fever, 
so far as known. The Shipman residence 
in Madison Avenue has been under quar- 
antine for over a week. The Rey. Dr. 
Shipman will not oecupy the pulpit at the 
Church of the Heavenly Rest for two 
weeks yet on account of his wife’s illness. 


ELEPHANT WOULDN’T WORK. 


Trained for the Stage, She Refused to 
Do a Vulgar Hauting Job. 


A brand-new United States mail wagon 
was going through Forty-second Street 
by the Times Building last night at 9:15 
o’clock when an axle snapped and the 
front end dropped to the pavement. It 
was partly over the car tracks, and three 
or four traffic policemen, the United 
States Government, and the street car 
men began to hustle to clear it away. 

The street car repair wagon was sum- 
moned. The Post Office rushed up an au- 
tomobile for the urgent mail. The police- 
men acted as advisers to the Post Office 
and street car employes, and snubbed all 
unofficial sages, who had something to 
say as well. 

A rope was tied around the wagon and 
hitched to a street car, and the demoli- 
tion of the wagon seemed already in 
sight, when one of the volunteer ad- 
visers ordered the crew to halt. ‘“‘ Here 
comcs and Indian elephant!”’ he yelled. 
“She will set everything right, just as 
they do in India.’”’ 

It was later suggested that the advice 
came from a certain press agent, the 
argument being based on the fact that 
he referred to the coming elephant as 
 she,’’ as if the animal was no stranger 
to him. 

An elephant was really coming down 
Forty-second Street from Sixth Avenue 
in @ running walk, accompanied by two 
horses and a pony, and in charge of Max 
Gruber, their Owner, on their way to 
Hammerstein’s Victoria Theatre, where 
they close the daily bills this week.

States Government!’’ called the crowd, 
and Max Gruber said he was willing.

FOR OHIO SENATOR 


Defeated : 





Lieutenant Governor 
Machine Man in Caucus for 
Democratic Nomination. 


CHOSEN ON FIRST BALLOT 








Formal Election Will Be Next Wednes- 
day—He Will Serve as Lieutenant 
Governor Till March.

COLUMBUS, Ohio, Jan. 5.—In the Demo- 
cratic joint caucus of the Assembly Lieu- 
tenant Governor-elect Atlee Pomerene 
was to-day nominated for United States 
Senator to succeed Charles Dick. The 
nomination was on the first ballot, and 
Mr. Pomerene received 45 votes, the exact 
number required to nominate. It means 
that at a joint session of the Assembly 
next Wednesday he will be formally elect- 
ed to the seat now held by Mr. Dick in 
the Federal upper house. 

The action of the caucus was a great 
surprise to those outside the Pomerene 
camp, and represents a notable victory 
over the Democratic machine. The chosen 
candidate of the organization, Edward W. 
Hanley, Chairman of the party’s State 
Executive Committee, received only ten 
votes. 

Efforts of the other candidates to com- 
| Bane against Pomerene and put him out 
of the race were unavailing. At the open- 
ing of the caucus a resolution to exclude 
newspaper men was overwhelmingly de- 
feated. The public was, however, ex- 
cluded. 

The first and only ballot resulted as 
follows: Pomerene, 45; Hanley, 10; Ans- 
berry, 5; Anderson, 5; Kilbourne, 3; Lentz, 
8; Daugherty, 5; Donevin, 4; Powell, 1; 
Thomas, 1; Campbell, 4; Hughes, 2. The 
vote as announced after changes were 
made, was as follows: Pomerene, 67; 
Hanley, 9; Ansberry, 2; Anderson, 2; Kil- 
bourne, 1; Lentz, 2; Daugherty, 1; Done- 
vin, 1; Campbell, 3. 

A motion to make the nominatton of 
Pomerene unanimous was lost by the ob- 
jection of one member, Representative 
Dawson of Montgomery Zounty, a Hanley 
man. 

Next Monday Mr. Pomerene will be in- 
augurated as Lieutenant Governor of 
Ohio. His term in the Senate begins 
March 4. He says that he will not re- 
sign as Leiutenant Governor, in which 
capacity he presides over the Ohio Senate 
until shortly before that date. His suc- 
cessor as Lieutenant Governor will be 
appointed by Gov. Harmon, who said to- 
night that he had not yet taken the mat- 
ter into consideration. 

Atlee Pomerene is 47 years of age. He 
was born in Holmes County, spent his 
boyhood days on a farm, and had his 
preparatory ~se - the Vermilicn 
Institute at Havesville, Ohio. He was 

raduated from Princeton with honors in 

884, entered the law office of Gen. Dur- 
bin Ward of Cincinnati, and was grudu- 
ated from the Cincinnati Law School in 
1886, 

In the same year he opened his office 
in Canton, which has been his home ever 
since. Mr. Pomerene was twice elected 
City Solicitor of Canton, the first time 
in 1887. and by increased majority in 
1891. His popularity in his home county 
(Stark) was demonstrated when he was 
elected Prosecutng Attorney in 1896, when 
the rest of the Democratic ticket was de- 
feated. He has served on the Ohio Tax 
Commission, being appointed by Gov. 
Harris in 1906. 

Mr. Pomerene was a candidate for the 
nomination for Governor against Gov. 
|Harmon at the time of the latter’s first 
nomination. The honor of being the run- 
ning mate of Gov. Harmon at the last 
election was not sought by Mr. Pomerene, 
‘but the Dayton Convention nominated 
‘him and after some hestation, he accepted 
‘the position and was elected by a hand- 
some plurality. 

Democratic leaders express satisfaction 
over the choice of the caucus for the 
Senate. Mr. Pomerene ‘made a g¢lean 
campaign, to which there was not a 
| breath of scandal attached. Gov. Har- 
'mon, who took no part in the fight, says 
‘Mr. Pomerene will be a credit to Ohio 
in the Senate. 


McLEAN SEEMS WINNER. 


Republicans In Connecticut Tuesday 
Expected,to Name Him for Senate.

FIARTFORD, Conn., Jan. 5.—The call 
for the Republican caucus, which decides 
who shall be the next United States Sen- 
ator from Connecticut, was issued to- 
day. It orders a session of Republican 
members of both branches of the Legis- 
lature in the House of Representatives 
next Tuesday afternoon at 2 o’clock. As 
the Democrats lack 67 votes of a majority 
in the Legislature there is no doubt that 
the caucus vote will result in naming the 
candidate whom the Legislature will se- 
lect a week later. 

The success of the McLean faction in 
electing a Speaker of the House of Rep- 
resentatives and President of the Sen- 
ate has removed all serious doubt that ex- 
Gov. George Phelps McLean will be 
chosen to succeed Morgan G. Bulkeley, 
who still, however, declares that he has 
enough votes assured to be able to suc- 
ceed himself. McLean’s majority in the 
joint caucus will probably be between 
and 60 votes. There are 180 Republican 
members of the House and Senate entitled 
to vote on joint ballot. 


RHODE ISLANDERS CAUTIOUS. 


Legislators Decline to Sign Regularity 
Bond on Senate Contest. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., Jan. 5.—An at- 
tempt to bind the Republican members of 
the Assembly ot vote for the candidate 
for United States Senator of the majority 
of the party was made to-day by the 
State Central Committee and other sup- 
porters of Henry F. Lippitt. 

A petition was circulated among the 
Republican Assemblymen urging the 
‘‘ Steering Committee’’ to call a caucus 
before Jan. 17 to decide on either Henry 
F. Lippitt or Judge Le Baron B. Colt for 
Senator, with the provision that the at- 
tending Assemblymen should be bound 
to vote for the candidate nominated at 
the caucus. Few members, however, 
could be induced to sign the petition.

$25,000 ADDED TO REWARD 





Will Be Pald for Capture of Three 
Men Who Bought Dynamite, Dis- 
appearing After Explosion.

LOS ANGELES, Cal, Jan. 5.—Seven 
persons were indicted this evening on 
twenty-three counts by the Grand Jury 
that has been investigating The Times 
disaster on Oct. 1, 1910. Judge Bordwell 
gave explicit instructions that no names 
were to be made public at the present 
time, He permitted the information to 
be given out, however, that three of the 
indicted persons are mentioned by name, 
two others appear as ‘“John Doe,” one 
as “‘Richard Roe,” and one “ Jano Doe,” 
Judge Bordwell, as soon as he had re- 
ceived the indictments, ordered the 
Grand Jury to commence an investigation 
of the dynamiting of the Liewellyn Iron 
Works on Dec. 25. 

Wholesale murder, the outcome of a 
dynamite plot, is understood to be the 
charge set forth in all the indictments. 

The return of the indictments to-day 
was a Sequel of a disaster that excited 
the people of Los Angeles to a degree 
that for a few days bordered ucon panic 
and resulted in the offering of rewards 
Maggregating almost $100,000, 

Union labor, which The Times and its 
proprietors had opposed, was !njected into 
the situation, and when the speciaj Grand 
Jury was impaneled on Oct. 25 it wus 
immediately confronted with two con- 
flicting theories. 

One of these, supported by the findings 
of an investigating committee appointed 
by Mayor Alexander, was that The Times 
plant had been blown up by dynamite 
through a conspiracy. The other, pre- 
sented by a committee named by the 
State Building Trades Convention, then 
in session here, was that a gas explosion 
had caused the wreck, a : 

More than forty witnesses, a majority 
of them identified with the union labor 
movement, were summoned from San 
Francisco and other cities. Many labor 
union officials Were heard. In all, the 
Grand Jury examined more than two 
hundred persons. 

Among the labor leaders summoned 
from San Francisco were Olaf E. Tveit- 
moe and Anton Johanssen, who were sup- 
posed to have been acquainted with J, 
B. Bryce, M. A. Schmidt, and David Kap- 
lan, three suspects in the case. These 
three men were in this city for a few 
hours after the explosion but subsequently 
disappeared. . 

According to the detectives, Bryce, 
Schmidt, and Kaplan were the three who 
purchased from a San Francisco dealer 
dynamite, which was later used to destroy 


More dynamite was found in a bomb 
planted under the residence of Felix J. 
Zeehandlaar, Secretary of the Merchants 
and Manufacturers’ Association. This or- 
sanization had opposed the extension of 
labor unions in this city. 

Two days ago an additional reward of 
$25,000 was formally offered by the 
County Board of Supervisors for the cap- 
ture of the trio. 


LIBRARIES FOR FIRE HOUSES. 


Technical Works and Fiction to be 
Supplied by the Public Library. 


A five-foot shelf of books, especially 
suited to meet the educational and re- 
creative needs of New York firemen, is 
soon to be established by the New York 
Public Library in each of the city’s fire 
stations of the boroughs. 

The plan, which originated in a branch 
of the Publ¥® Library in Manhattan, was 
submitted to Fire Commissioner Waldo, 
with the information that many firemen 
had applied for technical treatises on 
engines cnd hydraulics, 


novels dealing with thrilling tales of-ad- 
venture. It ‘vas suggested that the Pub- 
ic Library branches would be giad to 
take the lead in establishing circulating 
libraries in the fire houses if the Com- 
missioner would give his consent.

Crouched . beneath clouds of heavy 
smoke and flames which poured from the 
windows, a dozen firemen stood at mid- 
night last night on a fire escape on the 
third floor of the five-story factory build- 
ing at 61 to 71 Greenwich Avenue, oppo- 
site St. Vincent’s Hospital. As the water, 
at their signal, leaped through the lines 
of hose they held, the smoke and flames 
were driven back, and for a moment the 
fire escape was cleared of danger. 

Then there came a sudden back 
draught. Out from the window leaped 
the fire again, this time with renewed 
vigor. The flames Yeat in the faces of 
the men on the escape, and they dropped 
flat, their hair und eyebrows burned off 
and the faces of several stripped of skin. 
But the men at the nozzles, although 
they fell with the rest, xept their grips 
on the squirming hose, and the water 
noured through the winauows, and the 
fire was driven back once more. 

From ths sidewalk the back draught had 
been seen, and scores of firemen were 
springing up the ladders to the relief of 
their comrades. They took the places 
of the burned men, while others helped 
the victims to the street and into the hos- 
pital. 

There Sister Mary Isadore, the Mother 
Superior, already had sent the physicians 
and nurses running through the’ wards, 
and the 400 patients, at first frightened by 
the smoke which sifted through the closeo 
windows, had been reassured and were 
calm. In the mergency ward downstairs

Fireman George Kitchen of Engine 72 
was found to be the worst burned, and 
he was placed in a ward. His whele 
face was burned clean of skin, and his 
hair was burned off.

The ink and paper stock on 
the top floor made good fuel for the 
flames. which burned their way rapidly

Battalion Chief Ross turned in a sec- 
ond alarm as soon as he reached the 
scene, and Fire Chief Croker, who re- 
sponded, ordered a water tower into place 
in Perry Street, behind the burning build- 
ing. In this street, at No. 3, Hive Lieut. 
Abbott of Engine 30 and his mother, now 
ill, and said to be dying. 

To combat the factory fire, Chief Croker 
decided that a line of hose must be car- 
rie? through the Abbott home, and, know- 
ing the serious condition of Mrs. Abbott, 
he sent for Lieut. Abbott to care tor his 
mother. Mrs. Abbott appreciated the 
recessity that brought the firemen into 
her home, however, and before her son 
arrived sent word that they were to pay 
no attention to her illness, but to fight 
the blaze as they saw fit. 

The fire was got under control after 
ralf an hour’s work, and the firemen esti- 
rrated the damage then at $50,000. They 
could not learn how the biaze started.

against Martine, who was the choies of 
the party in the State primaries. In @ 
stirring address which lasted nearly an 
hour Dr. Wilson told the Democratié 
voters that New Jersey is facing a g¥fave 
political crisis, and that upon the de 
cision of the Legislature in choosing a@ 
United States Senator will rest the fate 
of a principle that is vital to good goyv- 
ernment, 

At one stage of his address the Goy- 
ernor-elect turned to Mr. Martine, who 
sat just behind him on the stage af 
St. Patrick’s Hall, and appealed to him 
not to withdraw from the race for the 
Senatorship. It was the most dramatic 
moment of the evening, for talk had been 
rife that pressure had been brought to 
bear on Mr. Martine by the Democratic 
machine of New Jersey in an effort to 
compel him to quit the race and leave 
the field free to Mr. Smith. 

This appeal raised a shout of approval 
from the crowd, and it cheered the sen- 
timent to the echo. It cheered also when 
Mr. Martine told them later that he was 
in the race to win and had no thought 
of deserting. Much of Dr. Wilson's ad- 
dress was directed against what he 
termed the “special interests,” which he 
said were more than friendly to Mr. 
Smith. He said there was no place for. 
such special interests in the Democratic 
Party of New Jersey. But a bitter fight 
is waging throughout the State, he said, 
He likened New Jersey to the Bloody 
Angle of Gettysburg, but denied that @ 
split has come in the Democratic Party.

And last 
night's appearance was the first of this 
kind.

Dix Favors Single Commissioner, 


It had been supposed that the Governor 
had in view the creation of a commission 
of, three to take over the duties of 
the consolidated commission. Gov. Dix 
said to-day, however, that he favored 
a single headed commission with what 
at present is the Water Supply Com- 
mission, merely a bureau in the new 
department. There are at present five 
commission members of the Water Sup- 
ply Commission with a salary of $5,000 
each and expenses. The Governor esti- 
mates that by the change recommended 
the State will save not only $20,000 an- 
nually in salaries, provided the head of 
the new bureau should receive the sal- 
ary now paid each commissioner, but be 
enabled to do away with much depart- 
mental machinery and so bring about an 
even more substantial saving. 

From the various departments where 
official hcads will be in jeopardy if the 
Governor's recommendations are carried 
out there came great lamentation to-day. 
fhe State Highway Commission, which 
is slated to go, is preparing a defense 
which will be placed before Goy. Dix 
2s an excuse for its continued existence. 





It was said to-day that the 
Commissioners are much worked up over 
the suggestion in the Governor’s message 
that the expenditure of more than §&1.- 
*W,000 annually during the last two years 
of the commission's life for maintenance 
and repairs applied to roads constructed 
under its supervision. AS a matter 
fact, it was pointed out the repairs were 
on roads constructed by Frederick Skene, 
the last Democratic incumbent of the 
State Engineers Office. 

It was suggested to Gov. Dix to-day 
that the figures contained in his message 
with reterence to the appropriation asked 
for by the Public Service Commiissions for 
the present year, $1,984,537, included $1.,- 
h0O,000 for the elimination of grade cross- 
ings provided for in a special act and 
tnat for this reason the whole amount 
could not properly be charged up against 
the department as running expense. 

‘*Well,”’ said the Governor, *‘I am tak- 
ing the taxpayers’ point of view of the 
question. The whole amount must come 
out of the taxpayers’ pockets. I have no 
intention of recommending any retrench- 
ment that may interfere with the effi- 
ciency of the work of regulation, but I am 
roing to lock into the situation very care- 
fully and see if some economy cannot pe 
effected, and then make my recommenda- 
tions to the Legislature § accordingty. 
What impresses me very strongly is that 
it costs more to run this department than 
it costs to run the entire judiciary sys- 
tem of the State.”’ 

The aboiition of the commissions. 
elimination of which the Governor ad- 
vised in his message, would mean a sav- 
ing of $95,000 annually by the cessation 
of the salaries of the Commissioners 
alone. To that may be added the saving 
in salaries that now go to deputies, minor 
officiais, and by tue curtailment of the 
number of employes and reduction of 
working plants of the commissions. Just 
what the total saving would be cannot 
be ascertained without a rather intricate 
and minute process of calculation. ‘lne 
transfer of the functions performed by 
the abolished boards would naturally 
mean more money spent by the depart- 
ments which took over their activities.

Cullen of Brooklyn have been 
members of the Cities Committee, and 
both desire the Chairmanship of that 
committee. It is believed that the Chair- 
manship of Finance will go to Frawley, 
and that of Cities to Cullen. 

Senator Howard R. Bayne of Richmond 
will preside over the new Judiciary Com- 
mittee, and Senator Stephen J. Stillwell 
of the Bronx over the Codes Committee. 
Senator Ramsperger is the ranking Dem- 
ocrat of the insurance Committee, and 
probablv will be Chairman of the com- 
migtee.

Osborne Thinks Brooklyn Man’s Sena- 
torial Chances Brightening. 








Thomas Mott Osborne of Auburn, who 
has been appointed State Forest, Fish, and 
Game Commissioner by Gov. Dix, was 
in town yesterday in the interest of the 
candidacy of Edward M. Shepard for 
United States Senator. He had a long 
conference with Mr. Shepard at the lat- 


ter’s home in Brooklyn before returning 
to Albany last night, and expressed him-

POLICE MUST STAND IN CARS. 


Cropsey Issues an Order Forbidding 
Them to Keep Pay Passengers 
on Their Feet. 


Mayor Gaynor and Police Commissioner 
Cropsey have recently been receiving 
numerous complaints of policemen monop- 
olizing seats in street cars and in the 
Subway and elevated trains while revenue 
passengers are standing. The police man- 
ual contains a rule forbodding policemen 
who are enjoying free transportation to 
occupy seats which revenue passengers 
should have. To emphasize this regula- 
tion, Commissioner Cropsey yesterday. is- 
sued this order: 

No member of the police force riding free 
upon any surface car, Subway, elevated, or 
steam railroaq train, whether so riding be- 
cause of being in uniform or upon the pre- 
sentation of a transportation card or pass, 
shall occupy any seat in such conveyance if 
any other passenger is standing, but shall 
immediately arise and tender his seat to 
such other passenger and remain standing 
so long as any other passengers are not 
seated. 

It is said that the Commissioner is de- 
termined that this order shall be rigidly 
enforced.

Cap Supposed to be Cecil Grace’s 
Found—Balloon Seen In Sweden. 


BRUSSELS, Jan. 5.—The Aero Club to- 
day received a dispatch from the Pres}- 
dent of the Ostend Aero Club stating that 
an aviator’s cap and glasses, probably 
those worn by Cecil Grace, who is sup- 
posed to have been lost in the North Sea, 


have been picked up at sea off Maria- 
kerke, on the Belgian Coast. 


LONDON, Jan. 5.—The Royal Aero 
Club was notified to-day by the Ostend 
Aero Club of the finding of an aviator’s 
cap and spectacles at sea, but the mes- 
sage contained no description of the _ar- 
ticles through which they might be iden- 
tified as having belonged to Cecil Grace. 
































BERLIN, Jan. 5.—A dispatch from Co- 
penhagen reports that a balloon supposed 
to be the German Hildebrant, missing 
since Dec. 29, passed over Hoeganaes, 
Sweden, last night.

State Superintendent Finds Con- 
ditions Encouraging Despite 
Decrease of the Year. 





ANNUAL REPORT OPTIMISTIC 





Wants Law to Prevent Reduction of 
Surplus, but Otherwise Regulations 
Cover the Situation Satisfactorily. 





ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 5.—Recommenda.- 


tion that the State Banking laws be left! 


as they are with the exception of certain 
measures which would be helpful in pre- 
venting the further reduction of the sur- 
plus of certain institutions where it had 
already reached an abnormally low fig- 
ure, sums up the annual report of State 
Superintendent of Banks Orion H. Cheney 
which was transmitted to the Legislature 
to-day. 

“The controlling factors of the year in 
banking,’ the report says, ‘‘ may be desizg- 
nated as continued presperity, growing 
conservatism and an evident purpose to 
increase the strength and stability of our 
financial institutions. A desire to be in 
closer sympathy with the fundamental 
doctrines which form the basis of security 
in banking is manifested by our bankers, 


and this inclination is attested by the in- 
creased discernment of Boards of Directors 


in their interpretation of the purposes of 
law and their augmented exertions to 
perform faithfully the duties of their 
Directorate. It is conceivable that, with 
this ever-increasing recognition and ob- 
Sservance of sound banking principles, 
there should come to our financial] in- 
Stitutions a more substantial surplus, 
which on the one hand will assure to 
the community more complete and more 
efficient service, and on the other will 
secure to the banker the continued enjoy- 
ment of growing confidence. ”’ 

The number of institutions under the 
supervision of the department is given as 
885 and their total resources as $3,868,- 
643,000. 

“More than 1,200 examinations were 
conducted during the year by the depart- 


ment, the cost of which, together with 
the salaries of the Superintendent and 
his deputies, as well as all departmental 
expenses, have been paid by the institu- 
tions examined. The total expenditures 
were less than for the preceding year,’’ 
the report continues. 


New Institutions Chartered. 


“ During the fiscal year one mortgage, 
loan and investment company, three co- 
operative savings and loan associations, 
three savings banks, four trust companies 
and nine banks of deposit and discount 
were organized and chartered. One safe- 
deposit company was dissolved, two trust 
companies merged with a third and five 


discount banks were closed. There were 
also various increases and reductions of 
capital and several changes of corporate 
title during the year.’ 

The Superintendent says the surplus of 
many of the savings banks is considerably 
less than five per cent. He believes the 
savings Banks Association of the State 
should immediately make a thorough in- 
vestigation of the whole matter and pre- 
pare such corrective measures as may be 
required. 

The report notes that in the combined 
reports of all the trust companies, the 
ratio of bank surplus to capital decreased 
from 2.528 to 2.418, and the ratio of mar- 
ket value to capital from 2.65 to 2.243, the 
losses having been occasioned in part by 
increases in capital without proportionate 
additions to surplus and further by the 
decline in the prices of the stocks and 
bonds during the year. 

“ At the close of the fiscal vear,” the 
report states, ‘“‘there were 204 State 
banks of deposit and discount, a net gain 
for the year of three. This is the largest 
number of State institutions of this class 
shown by the records of the department, 
with a single exception, in ten years.”’ 

“Fluctuations of forty or more million 
dollars,’’ the Superintendent says, ‘in 
the aggregates of reports are not at all 
unusual, and the decrease shown for the 
year has no particular significance. The 
resources reported in September, 1909, 
were the largest ever known, and in June, 
1910, they were $36,000,000 greater than 
in August. The item of surplus in 1910 
bears the ratio of 1.44 to capital as 
against 1.41 in 1909. In the case of the 
National banks of the State, the show- 
ing is 1.19, a loss of two points for the 
year.’’ 


Dividends Averaged Four Per Cent. 


“Dividends declared and paid by ‘the 
State banks during the year ended June 
30, 1910, aggregated $3,334,535, or about 4 
per cent, on their combined capital and 
surplus. The amount paid is approxi- 
mately three-quarters of a million dollars 
less than the like distribution of last 
year,’ the report notes. 

Regarding National banks, the report 
says fourteen, with a combined capital of 
$1,190,000, were authorized in this State 
between Oct. 1, 1909, and Sept. 30, 1910, 
and that during this period two such in- 


stitutions with a combined capital of 
$3,050,0C0 were placed in voluntary liqui- 
dation. The number of National banks 
reporting Sept. 1 was 449, with total capi- 
tai of $165,817,100; surplus and undivided 
profits of $202,496,338.26. and with re- 
sources aggregating $2, 187,620,663.32. 
There was a decrease in resources during 
the year amounting to $103,843,999. 

The Superintendent of Banks on Sept. 
30, 1910, held securities and cash in trust 
for the banks of deposit and discount, in- 
dividual bankers, mortgage, loan and in- 
vestment companies and trust companies 
to the amount of $10,581,614.69. 

The department is continuing the work 
of liquidating failed or delinquent insti- 
tutions, and the assets of twelve corpora- 
tions are being realize upon as rapidly 
as possible for the benefit of the credi- 
tors. “This branch of the department 
has assumed such proportions that it has 
been necessary to organize a bureau in 
the New York office to supervise and ex- 
podive this important work,’’ declares Mr. 

eney. 

A departure from the rule heretofore 
followed by the Superintendent of Bank- 
ing in examining savings banks once 
every two years has been inaugurated, 
and after Jan, 3, 1911, each of these in- 
stitutions will be examine once a year. 

Supt. Cheney states that with the possi- 
ble exception of measures regarding the 
reduction of surplus of banking institu- 
tions, ‘‘ the banking laws of the State of 
New York are undoubtedly superior to 
those of any other State, and for the time 
at least may best be left undisturbed, un- 
less some crisis should disclose some de- 
ficiency not now suspected. ”’ 


ALLOTS RECLAMATION FUND. 


Army Board Divides $20,000,000 Au- 
thorized Among Fourteen Projects. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—President Taft

She, Too, Says the Old Couple Are No 
Parents of Hers, Though She 
May Have Known Them. 





Joseph G. Robin, who now lies under 
indictment for the grand larcency of 
$80,000, and his sister, Dr. Louise Robino- 
vitch, were confronted yesterday after- 
noon in the District Attorney’s. office, 
with Mr. and Mrs. Herman Rabinovitch of 
36L Bushwick Avenue, Willlamsburg, and 
asked to admit that they were their 
parents. The aged couple wept and de- 
clared that Robin and his sister were in- 
deed their children, but the banker was 
unmoved. He admitted that he knew 
them, that he had even come to this 
country with them, but he denied abso- 
lutely that they were any kin of his. 
His sister paid no attention to the old 
man and woman, but threw herself into 
her brother’s arms and sobbed hysteri- 
cally at the plight in which she found 
him. 

Mr. Whitman's object in bringing about 
this meeting was partly to let his allen- 
ists, Dr. Allan McLane Hamilton and Dr. 
Smith Ely Jelliffe, see Robin’s behavior 
during such an ordeal, and partly to get 
him identified by the Rabinovitches as 
their son, in view of the insanity issue. 
Moreover, what the Herman Rabino- 
vitches say will have an important effect 
en the civil suit which has been brought 
to have Robin declared incompetent to 
manage his own property. Their story 
absolutely contradicts the affidavit made 
by Dr. Louise Robinovitch in two par- 
ticulars, and if further evidence sub- 
stantiates their story, she has laid herself 
open to an indictment for perjury” 

These civil proceedings were allowed 
yesterday morning to go unoppossed be- 
fore Justice Goff in the Supreme Court, 
when application was made fora com- 
mission to determine whether or not a 
committee of person and property should 
be appointed for Robin, Assistant. District 
Attorney Taylor said that he had no ob- 
jection to offer. Justice Goff took the 
matter under advisement and later in 
the afternoon was informed by District 
Attorney Whitman that he had reason 
to disbelive certain of the statements in 
Dr. Louise Robinovich’'s affidavit. 

Six more indictr®ents were found yes- 
terday against Robin charging him with 
grand larceny in respect to the Washing- 
ton Savings Bank for amounts aggregat- 
ing more than $200,000, They will be 
handed up to Judge Swann in General 
Sessions this afternoon. So far no bonds- 
men acceptable to the District Attorney 
have presented themselves for the pris- 


oner, and Robin still retains his cel] in 
Murderers’ Row in the Tombs.

He was 
dresséd in a black overcoat, turning brown 
with use, and was the feebler of the two 
His wife wore a black dress and cloak 
and a set of furs. With her whte hair 
and seamed face she appealed to all who 
saw her as an old woman who fought a 
hard battle with life, but had reached 
old age with all her faculties unimpaired 
— with a modest competency to support

Robin knew nothing of the plan to con- 
front him with the old couple till he was 
in the Criminal Court Building. He was 
told that they were in the District Attor- 
ney’s office, and he at once declared to 
Detective Fjood, who had him én charge: 

i won't meet them. You can’t force 
me in there.’ 

Flood reported the matter to Mr. W hit- 
man, and the oid people were asked to 
step into an anteroom beyond, where, 
separated though they were only by a 
wall, Robin could not detect their pres- 
ence. While the alienists were conducting 
their examination of the prisoner, Mr. 
Whitman was questioning Mr. and Mrs. 
Herman Rabinovitch, and then testing 
what they said by questions which he put 
to Robin, He found a marked similarity 
between their accounts of the Robino- 
vitch family. 

The old people said they had four chil- 
dren, Joseph, the youngest—that is Robin 
—Louise, that is Dr. Louise Robinovitch: 
Edward, who under the name of Edward 
Robinso, as according to Dr. Robino- 
vitch’s affidavit is now incompetent, and 
the eldest, Frederick. Robin agreed as 
to being the youngest of the family and 
having an elder sister, Louise, and an 
elder brother, Edward, but did not men- 
tion Frederick. Both the old people and 
Robin spoke of Dr. Robinovitch having 
gone to Paris before she came to this 
country and of having arrived here after 
the rest of the family. 

Mr. Whitman was impressed by the 
straightforward story that the Herman 
Rabinovitches told, and decided it was 
time to confront them*« with Robin. The 
i prisoner was sitting carelessly behind a 
| desk, chatting with Mr. Jerome and the 
,alienists and expecting nothing. Suddenly 
Mrs. Rabinovitch was led in from the 
ante-room. At first she was confused by 
the number. of men in the strange room. 
Assistant District: Attorneys Clarke and 
Moscowitz and Hugh J. Beirne, Mr. Whit- 
| man’s secretary, were all there, besides 
, the interpreter, alienists, and counsel, and 
she came half across the room before she 
caught sight of Robin. 

She started toward him with the cry in 
English: 

‘*My child! My child!” 

She held out her hands to him, but he 
did not move a muscle. With the same 
smirk on his face with which he had been 
talking to the doctors, Rpbin replied: 

‘““ What the hell are you trying to do?’”’ 

The old woman stopped, repulsed, and 
began to weep. She made no further at- 
tempt to come near Robin, and he did 
ner offer once to rise. He watched the 
woman who claimed him as her son, with 
careless interest, as she sank into a seat 
placed for her, not half a dozen feet 
away. 

Mrs. Rabinovitch cried quietly for a 
time, and then answered Mr. Whitman's 
questions. She seemed quite clear jn her 
aceount of her son, and was in nb way 
contused by a searching cross-examina- 
tion. She declared that she and her 
husband Whd brought Robin with them 
to this country -when he was about 6 
years of age, and that he had lived with 
them till he was 16. 

Robin gave a different version. He said 
that it was true that he had come to 
America with the Herman Rabinovitches, 
but that they were not his parents» His 
parents had been sent into exile by the 
Russian Government, and that he with a 
party had started all together from Odes- 
sa. To evace the immigration laws they 
had traveled under the name of Pincus, 
and he had posed as the old people’s son. 
As a matter of fact they were only friends 
of friends of his parents. 

All this was got out of him by much 
questioning, during which the old woman 
gat with her eyes fixed on Robin, and he 
kept the same careless attitude. Then 
Mr. Whitman bade them lead in old Her- 
“man Rabinovitch.

The 6Oid man faltered and the law-j 
yehs thought his appeal would be an- 
swered.

Dr. Louise Robinovitch was waiting out- 
side in Assistant District Attorney Nott’s 
office, and now Mr. Jerome went for her. 
He led her in on his arm, she holding 
her muff before her face’as she passed 
the curious group in the corridor. 

As she entered she had no eyes for the 
men or for the old coupie sitting forlori 
at the callousness of him they called their 
son. She went straight to her brotner’s 
Side, threw her arms around his neck, and 
burst into tears. She crushed him in her 
arms and kissed him again én a storm of 
hysterical tears. 

As the old woman saw it and realized 
the grief of her children,~she half rose 
from her chair, spread out her arms to 
them, and called in the tongue of their 
youth: 

‘* Meine kinder! Meine kinder!’ 

Not a sign of recognition came from 
them, however, and Dr. Robinoviteh had 
no thought for any but her brother, till 
Mr. Jerome brought her back to her sur- 
roundings by suggesting that it was dan- 
‘ferous to embrace him so closely with a 
long hatpin sticking out. She Moving eB 
her hat and veil then, and Mr. Whitman 
asked the old woman if this was her 
daughter. 

“Yes, she is my daughter,’’ said Mrs. 
Rabinovitch, and her tears broke forth 
again. 

“Is this your mother?” Dr. 
Robinovitch was asked. 

‘**No,”” she answered. ‘‘I do not know 
these old people. At least, I may have 
seen them somé time in Brooklyn, when 
I lived there.”’ 

As the interpreter nepeeses this to the 
old man he Teaned forward from his 
chair, placed one hand on the arm of 
the chair in which Robin was sitting, and 
peered through the mists of years into 
his face. Robin smiled back at him, but 
gave no sign of recognition. As the old 
man at length satisfied himself that ne 
was disowned he sank back in his own 
seat, threw up his hands, and moaned 
aloud. His wife hid her own face in her 
hands, and for a time the old people gave 
themselves up to their grief. They had 
come to help their son and daughter in 
their disgrace and trouble, and were met 
with an open rebuff. 

Dr. Robinovitch was hysterically sob- 
bing on her brother’s shoulder, and it was 
some time before Mr. Whitman could get 
her sufficiently composed to answer his 
questions, She would admit nothing, 
however, except the possibility of having 
seen thg’old people, but Robinovitch said 
that hé remembered having met them in 
his sister’s house when he lived with her 
for a year in Brooklyn, so he supposed siie 
might have known them. 

Robin was taken back to the Tombs, 
and then Mr. Jerome conducted Br. Robi- 
novitch out of the building, carefully hid- 
ing her face all the time from the camera 
fiends. The old couple waited awhile, 
and then went home. It was learned aft- 
erward that one thing that struck the 
alienists who had been “present at the 
examination was the great resemblance 
betwen the BRabinovitches and the man 
and woman they claimed as their chil- 
dren.

BOSTON, Jan. §.—Eugene N. Foss, 
Democrat, was to-day inaugurated Gov- 
ernor of the Comonweaith of Massacnu- 
Setts, succeeding Eben Sumner Draper, 
Republican. The ceremonies, before a 
jvint convention 6f the Senate and House, 
were in the nature of a@ Democratic cele- 
bration, Mr. Fess being the first Govern- 
for of that patty since 1905, and the third 
in elghteen years. 

Gov. Foss’s inaugural address, which 
was the shortest and plainest in the mem- 
ory of the oldest office holders, was a 
radical departure from the utterances of 
his predecessors.. The new Governor de- 
clared in favor of establishing a system 
of direct primaries in order to eliminate 
political ‘* bosses,’’ with a provision at- 
tached making possible the recall of an 
unsatisfactory public servant. He also 
favored the initiative and referendum, 
and in referring to the rights of labor to 
organize and be protected, declared for 
the enactment of a workingman’s com- 
pensation act, to provide for the relief of 
persons injured ‘In the course of their 
employment. 

Gov. Foss also criticised severely one 
of the most important legislative enact- 
ments of the administration of his pred- 
ecessor, the Boston Holding. Company 
bill, which enabled a newly formed cor- 
poration to acquiré the controlling inter- 
est in the Boston & Maine Railroad and 
vote the stock in the interests of the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad 
Company. 

Government by commission, likewise, 
came in for severe criticism, the Govern- 
or advising the abolition of the followi 
bodies which relate to quasi-public cor- 
porations: The Railroad Commission, the 
Gas and Electric Light Commission, the 


Boston Transit Commission, and the 
Highway Commission. In their place he 
‘recommended the creation of a Public 
Utilities Board, which should consolidate 
the functions of all of them. ' 

Home rule for cities was advocated, and 
the recommendation was made that all 
municipalities within a radius of ten 
miles be consolidated into a Greater Bos- 
ton, organized on the borough plan. 

Election reforms were urged, the Gov- 
ernor pointing out that under the present 
political system a man of moderate 
means cannot be a successful candidate 
for high office unless he is willing to let 
his campaign be financed by corporate 
interests in return for the candidate’s 
friendly attitude toward the financing 
corporation. 


Side Blow at Lodge. 


Gov. Foss also expressed his belief in 
the direct nomination of United States 
Senators, and without mentioning Sena- 
tor Lodge by name, declared that the 
majority of 38,000 votes cast for Demo- 
cratic members of the present Legislature 
indicated that the people of the State 
were opposed to the return of the senior 
Senator. As to the redistricting of the 
State, which must be done this year, he 
said that he desired that this be done by 
an engineer instead of by politicians;

All candidates for public office, without 
exception, must be’ chosen by the people 
through the direct primary. To the direct 
primary must be joined the power of re- 
call; so. that any public servant who 
proves recreant to his trust may be im- 
mediately dismissed. 

‘‘Important as thesd steps are, it is of 
far greater importance that the people 
keep “their power over legislation through

HYDE’S SALARY CASE 
UP FOR ARGUMENT 


Court Reserves Decision as to the 
Payment of the $500 Due 
the City Chamberlain. 








STILL NOT A TRACE OF HIM 





Justice Goff Wonders If the City 
Would Have to Pay Him if He 
Stayed Away All His Term. 





The taxpayers’ suit which Alfred Ep- 
stein as counsel for the New York Ter- 
rain and Building Company brought to 
restrain Controller Prendergast from pay- 
ing to Charles H. Hyde, City Chamber- 
Jain, $500 salary remaining due him for 
the month of December came up yester- 
day before Justice Goff in Special Term, 
Part I. of the Supreme~Court. Decision 
was reserved. 

Mr. Hyde is paid at the rate of $1,000 
@ month, and he is said to have re- 
ceived half of his December remittance, 
es did all of the other city employes, 
on account of the Christmas season. 

“While the suit is brought to restrain 
the payment of the full salary for the 
month of December,’ said Mr. Epstein, 
‘‘all we hope to enjoin is the $500 re- 
maining due for the month. However, 
I think the Controller may be held liable 
for the amouny paid to Mr. Hyde. I con- 
tend that it was illegal to pay Mr. Hyde 
any salary while he is absent, since he 
has not earned it. It is a case of wasting 
the funds of the city to the injury of 
taxpayers. 

‘Mr. Hyde's conduct is an outrage on 
the city. By absenting himself from the 
city he has put in jeopardy the city’s 
funds, and I intend to present formal 
charges to Mayor Gaynor looking to the 
Chamberlain’s removal from office.”’ 

The hazarding of the city’s funds, the 
lawyer explained, consisted in depositing 
them in the Northern Bank of New York 
when the City Chamberlain must have 
known that the institution was in an in- 
‘solvent condition as early as last Novem- 
ber. In the suit against Mr. Hyde it is 
set forth: 

That the eald Charles H. Hyde has un- 
reasonably absented himself from his of- 
fice and duties as Chamberlain of the City 
of New York for the month of December, 
1910, and that he has not earned his salary 
as City Chamberlain for any part of the 
month of December, and that by reason of 
his absence from duty has forfeited any 
right to the aforesaid salary. 

That in event of the deiendant (Controller 
Prendergast) issuing said warrant of $1,000, 
or any part thereof, to Charles H. Hyde 
during the pendency of this action, 
judgment be rendered against him (Prender- 
gas.) for illegal disbursement, and that he 
be compelled to repay the $1,000, or any 
part therecf, to the treasury of the city. 
‘No news yet,’’ remarked Mr. Hyde's 

secretary, John V. Smith, cheerfully, 
when asked yesterday regarding the latest 
information from the long-absent City 
Chamberlain. ‘I haven't heard a word 
from him, and I don’t know where he 1s 
unless he is still shooting ducks.” 

The Legislative Investigating Commit- 
tee, which has been looking into the big 
graft fund used at Albany to defeat Gov.

ASSURANCES FROM REDMOND 


He Says Ulster WIIl Have Nothing to 
Fear if Ireland Gets Home Rule. 


LONDON, Jan. 6—John Redmond, 
Chairman of the Irish Parliamentary 
Party, contributes a long article to the 
London papers in which he endeavors to 
remove the Unionist objections ta Home 
Rule, based on the fear that the Ulster 


Protestants will be unfairly treated. He 
assembles a great array of statistics ana 
figures of the recent elections, showing 
that five of Ulster’s nine counties are 
overwhelmingly Catholic, while, excluding 
2elfast, the whole of Ulster voted for 
Home Rule by a majority of 1,29s. 

Mr. Redmond argues that, in the face 
of the fact that the whole of Utster in- 
cludes 44 per cent. of Catholics, Ulster 
cannot be claimed as a Protestant Prov- 
ince. Further, he quotes historical rec- 
ords and the testimony of Protestant his- 
torians like Taylor and Lecky to show 
that a spirit of toleration has always 
been exercised by Irish Catholics, and to 
prove that Ireland’s National movements 
for generations have been conducted by 
Protestants. 

He declares that Ulster has nothing to 
fear, and that if home rule is granted 
the Protestant minority will have equal 
rights and liberties with the Catholics.

Wound Like the Letter ““$” on Each 
Cheek of a Man Slain in London. 


LONDON, Jan. 5.—Another element of 
mystery developed to-day at the inquest 
into the death of Joseph Beron, whose 
mutilated body was found on Clapham 
Common last Suhday. The murder is at- 
tributed by the police to the Houndsditch 
Anarchist burglar gang, two members of 


which were Killed in the raid on,their den 
on Tuesday. | ; 


The physicians who examined Beron’s 
body said that they found on each cheek 
a wound cleanly cut in the form of the 
letter ‘“‘S.”’ The witnesses declared that 
this deliberate cutting did not cause 
death, was quite Symmetrical, and was 
obviously symbolical of a secret society. 


They had never seen anything of the 
sort. before. 


The inquest was adjourned to Jan. 30. 
The police accept the theory that Beron 
was killed by the members of an organ- 
ization of veiled purposes, who left the 


sign of their order upon the body of the 
victim. 


According to the latest renort the bure- 
lar killed in the Houndsditeh affray ana 
the two men killed in the Stepney battle 
were members of a gang of at least twen- 
ty-nine aliens of the same type and char- 
acter, some of them being Women. 

Owing to the bewildering’ number of 
aliases they have adopted the police are 
finding almost insuperable difficulty in 
tracing them. ‘ Peter the Painter” is 
still at large, it having been established 
that the second victim of the Stepney 
siege was a Russian terrorist, who fled to 
England eleven months ago under the 
name of Jacob Fogel. He was twenty- 
two years of age and a native of Lithu- 
ania. He spent his childhood in desti- 
tution, never worked, became an “ ex- 
propriator ”’ and a pronorfficed anarchist. 
and took part in several bank raids. He 
was captured at Suwalki, in Russian 
Poland, but managed to escape, fleeing. to 
London, 

With the exception of these particulars, 
the police have not yet unraveled the 
crimes or discovered the actual connec- 
tion existing between the Houndsditch af- 
fair ana the Beron murder, although they 
are said to be on the track of further im- 
portant disclosures. Meanwhile the agi- 
tation for drastic anti-alien legislation 
grows stronger daily. 
the fugitive be cornered. 

Officials at Scotland Yard said to-day in 
regard to dispatches from New York and 
Boston, stating that the authorities of 
those cities believed that the outlaws 
killed on Tuesday were members of a 
gang that had operated*in America, that 
the local investigation had not produced 
the least confirmation of such a theory. 
The names mentioned in the dispatches 
do not indicate any connection between 
the two bands of criminals.

One of the stories which Miss Elliott 
told incidentally in connection ‘with her 
history was of an unmarried woman who 
lived with several widowed sisters. 

‘They say we should influence ‘the 
men,’’ said the woman. ‘ The only man 
we have to influence is the negro boy of 
25 who works for us and who says that 
he has been ten years in the second 
reader. When we ask him about the 
vote he says he can’t tell how he is going 
to vote until he has asked Uncle Peter, 
who is the negro preacher. The men 
further say to us: ‘ Ladies, why do you 
want to vote?’ We are your natural pro- 
tectors, we will look out foreyou.” What 
are we afraid of in the streets now? All 
the bears and wolves are gone—we are 
afraid of our ‘ natural protectors.’ ”’ 

Miss Elliott began in the early history 
of the country to show the status of wo- 
man and her demand for better condi- 
tions. She told how the Puritans said that 
there was no sex in soul and the men and 


women had equal rights. The first 
Quakers who came to this country were 
two women, who were charged with 
witchcraft. One of the punishments 
called for by the Massachusett laws was 
the loss of the ears one at atime. Later 
three women and one man Quaker were 
‘hanged, 

‘‘“That was a real step ahead for the 
women,’’ said Miss Elliott. ‘‘It was not 
so long before that women were put out 
of the way quietly and no questions 
asked.’’ 

Miss Elliott told of Gov. Clinton’s iIn- 
viting Emma Willard to come to New 
York, where, at Troy, her school became 
a great success. She told of the women 
taking up the anti-slavery cause, at the 
same time being obliged to fight for free 
Speech for themselves. She told of the 
women delegates sent to the anti-slavery 
convention in London who acrimoniously 
refused to remain. 

‘That roused the people,’’ she said, ‘‘ to 
the discovery that women had no rights— 
that marriage made man and woman one, 
and man was that one. To-day women ‘

English Shipping Men Think This 
Country’s Interference Ultra Vires. 
Special Cable to THe New York Times 
LONDON, Jan. 5.—The action of the 

United States Government in regard to 

the Atlantic traffic pool is declared by 

representatives of British shipping com- 
panies to be ultra vires. 

The manager of one of the leading 
companies said to-day that the agree- 
ment was merely a pooling arrange- 
ment for the cheap and expeditious 
handling of large numbers of steerage 
passengers, and was in no sense a trust. 
Its economical effect, however, enabled 
the companies in the Conference to ob- 
tain the whole of the traffic in steerage 
passengers to North America, non- 
members having to retire from the busi- 
ness because it was too costly. 

It is difficult to realize, according to 
this authority, in wiat respect the At- 
torney General of the United States 
could have jurisdiction over European 
companies, for the offense, if offense 
there be, was committed in Germany, 
the headquarters of the Conference. 

In this country the general opinion 
among shipping men is that the filing 
ofythe action has been inspired by some 
person who has a real or fancied griev- 
ance against the companies. On the 
other hand, {ft is pointed cut that the 
absence of competition In the North At- 
lantic steerage traffic has its effect on 
the passengers; hence the complaints 
that are occasionally heard about the 
condition of the steerage quarters in 
some liners. 

In Liverpool the action of the United 
States Government caused considerable 
surprise, and, according to one ship- 
ping man, much speculation as to the! 
object. ‘‘Steerage passengers are al- 
ready carried at an extremely low 
rate,’ said this man sarcastically, “‘ but

He has arrived at the age when 
school has come to be pretty monotonous, 
When the time came” around last Fall 
for Willie to begin’ his studies again at 
at Amsterdam avenue and 
Seventy-seventh street, he rebelled. He 
was a Y. M. C. A. boy, belonging to the 
Fifty-seventh Street Branch, and he had 
put in a good part of the Summer in the 
gymnasium and at a camp in the country. 
That was something like real living to 
Willie Els. 

“Give me my working papers,” 
asked of his father and mother, 

‘‘You are too young yet; you must take 
some more education,” they answered, 

And so Willie Went unwillingly. This 
was a new school for him, and he did 
not’ fit into it quite as well as the last 
one he had attended. He found out how 
boys buy papers, how they sell them and 
how on a pinch they can sleep and get 
food away from home. One day about 
two months ago Willie ‘“ bunked’”’ his 
school books in Sixty-seventh Street, near 
Central Park West, and took half a day 
off. ‘‘Bunking’”’ books means hiding 
them, usually in a pile of paving blocks.

HOOPER DEADLOCK HOLDS. 


Regular Democrats In Tennessee Still 
Prevent Seating of Fusionist Governor

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Jan. 5.—The dead- 
lock due to the refusal of the regular 
Democrats elected to the Tennessee Legis- 
lature to take their seats and thus enable 
the House to get the quorum necessary to 
the formal seating of Governor-elect 
Hooper, Fusionist, continues to-night un- 
broken. A report wHs abroad that all but 
a very few of the forty-six regular Dem- 
ocrats of the House had agreed over their 
Signature to remain away until the Fu- 
Sionists had dismissed or agreed to dis- 
miss the contests set on foot by them in- 
volving the seats of eight or more of the 
regulars. 

The only statement the Fusionist lead- 
ers will make to-night is that they will 
enter into no further negotiations with 
the regulars. The regulars, on the other 
hand, deelare a determination to go home 
and some have gone. 

50 far as can be learned, both sides 
have stopped all negotiations for the mo- 
ment. Rumors persist, however, that an- 
other effort will be made, or is being 
made, to bring about peace. 

The House held a session this afternoon 
and received the report of a committee 
appointed to ascertain what members 
had certificates of election but had re- 
fused to be sworn in.

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CAN’T GRANT LIQUOR LICENSE 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—In answer to| 
an application for a liquor license to a 
hotei in what is known as the Indian 
country of Minnesota, Secretary of War 
Dickinson today declared that he was not 
vested with authority to grant such a 
permit under the Federal statutes. By 
this decision the Secretary of War de- 
clined to interfeie with the regulations of 
the Secretary of the Interior, which forbid 
the introduction of intoxicating liquors 
in the Indian country of Minnesota. 

The application was made under the 
Federal] statute which specifies that such 
a license can be granted by the Secre- 
tary of War. This is the only exception 
in the law to the general prohibition of | 
intoxicating liquors. In the view of the! 
War Department, the exception would ap- 
ply only in the case of an Army post.

In a report which assailed the Inter- 
borough Rapid Transit Company and de- 
Clared in favor of. an independent sub- 
Way as the only solution of the city’s 
transit problem, Controller Prendergast 
and President Mitchel of the Aldermen 
forced a line-up in the Board of Estimate 
yesterday on the question of committing 
the city at this time to an independent 
subWay system and a denial of any mu- 
nicipal credit to the Interborough for its 
extensions, ; 

They were defeated by a vote of 10 to 
6, all the other members of the board 
voting against them, with explanations 
by Borough Presidents McAneny of Man- 
hattan, Steers of Brooklyn, Miller of the 
Bronx, and Cromwell of Richmond thai 
the votes so cast were not to be inter- 
preted as final on the questions involved 
in the subway discussion. 


This was the second round of the sub- 
way fight in the Board of Estimate over 
the communication sent to that body 
some time ago by the Public Service 
Commission asking that board to commit 
itself in general terms to the Interbor- 
ough offer, but explaining that certain 
details not yet satisfactory to the com- 
mission remained still to be worked out, 

The first round was last Friday, when 
the commission’s letter was received and 


forced by Mr. Prendergast and Mr. Mit- 
chel into the Transit Committee, which 
they, with Mayor Gaynor. compose. 
This gave them the opportunity to 
make the report read yésterday: and they 
sought in connection therewith to obtain 
the adoption of this resolution: 


Resolved, First—That the available credit 
of the city be devoted to the construction 
of an independent municipally owned and 
controlled subway system, whose integrity 
as an operating unit can be forever main- 
tained. 

Second—That the present or future avail- 
able credit of the city shall not be lent, 
in whole or in part, to any existing sys- 
‘tem of subways until such independent 
system shall be completed and put in op- 
eration, 


McAneny’s Point Won. 


Borough President McAneny of Manhat- 
tan led the opposition to the adoption of 
this resolution, Mayor Gaynor remarking 
that he had not seen the report of his as- 
sociates on the Transit Committee, and 
therefore had no minority report to make 
at this time. After rather sharp discus- 
sion, the resolution was voted down, and 
the board adopted unanimously a resolu- 
tion offered by Mr. McAneny referring 
the communication of the Public Service 


Commission to the Committee of the 
hole, ‘‘together with all reports and 
other papers relating thereto,’’ and pro- 
viding that before taking further action 
the Board of Estimate invite the commis- 
sion into conference ‘‘ upon the said prop- 
osition. Or any proposed modification 
thereof, or any alternative proposition 
that the commission may have to present 
or that may be presented to it.’’ 
This leaves the situation in the Board of 
wstimate about where it was before, ex- 
ut that the report of Mitche! and Pren- 
now lies alongside the Interbor- 
| plan, as transmitted by the Public 
» Commission, for comparative dis- 
SLO and that the commission is in 
ess Of being invited to declare itself 
urther on the subject of subways. 
Meantime the Controller and the Presi- 
Gent of the Aldermen are preparing to go 
out on the stump in favor of an inde- 
pendent subway, and next week will 
address a _ series of meetings, begin- 
ning in the Bronx and including a meeting 
in Cooper Union on Thursday night. Yes- 
terday’s debate in the Beard of Estimate 
gave evidence of ratier bitter personal 
feeling, and the Controller and Mr. 
Mitchel left no doubt where they stood. 
Soon after the meeting was over Mr. 
Prendergest issued this statement: 
“The battle for an independent subway 
System has only begun. If the Interbor- 
ovgeh interests regard the vote in the 
Board of Estimate to-day as an indica- 
tion of favorable action on the proposal 
they submitted on Dec. 8, they are mak- 
ing a great mistake. ; 


Fight Only Beginning. 

“A member of the Board of Estimate 
who casts two votes assured me within an 
hour that under no circumstances would 
he vote for that proposal. Mr. Mitchel 


and I will Keep up the fight in the board 
and outside.’’ 

AS Was stated in the newspaper reports 
yesterday morning, Mayor Gaynor had 
not seen the report of the majority mem- 
bers of the Transit Committee when the 
Board of Estimate met yesterday mern- 
ing. Accordingly, after Mr. Mitchel, in 
reading the report, came to the words, 
*‘The committee is divided concerning the 
proposition before it. The Mayor differs 
from the other members,’”’ Mayor Gaynor 
in.terrupted to say that, as he hadn’t seen 
the report, he didn’t know whether he 
disagreed or not. Controller Prendergast 
remarked that, in view of the Mayor's ex- 
pression of his views to the committee 
and his speeches and interviews, the ma- 
jcrity members considered themselves 
justified in making the statement, and the 
reading progressed. 

At the very outset of the report the ma- 
jority of the Transit Cummittee paid their 
respects tv the Public Service Commission 

hus: 

“ Although it was clearly the legal duty 
of the Public Service Commission to pass 
upon this proposition, the Commissioners 
did not se fit to accept the resyonsibility 
and shifted the burden to the Board of 
Estimate.”’ 


Why They Oppose the Interborougch. 


Stating that the majority of the com- 
mittee is oppcsed to the proposal submit- 
. ted by the Interborough, the report pro- 
ceeds to this summary of its main rea- 
s0n8*% ) 

1. Because it means the perpetuation and 
extension under private control of the 
present subway monopoly which, regardless 
of its obligations, has persistently exploited 
the public to satisfy corporate greed. 

2. Because all the rea] benefits in the 
Interborough plan can be obtained through 
adherence to the principle of independence. 

3. Because the mandate of the people, as 
expressed in the election of the members of 
this board, was against monopoly and in 
favor of city-bullt and city-controlled sub- 
ways. 

4. Because since that mandate was ex- 
pressed at the polls there has been no 
change in conditions to justify the violation 
of the principles then adopted. 

5. Because competition in quality and ex- 

tent of service which can be guaranteed 
© only by municipally owned and controlled 

subways is absolutely essential to the future 

“development of the city. 
| §, Because the Interborough Company has 
proved itself unworthy of the public trust 
by showing continued bad faith in its 
negotiations with the Public Service Com- 
migsion, by its utter contempt of reason- 
able regulations, and in many other ways, 
even going so far as to offer flagrant de- 
fiance to the commission on the day of the 
preparation of this report. 

7. Because added distrust pf the Inter- 
‘borough Company is inspired by the terms 
- .of the present offer, which discloses the

. cause when the independent system 
is constructed economic necessity will com- 
pel the Interborough Rapid. Transit Com- 
pany to build extensions to the present sys- 
tem at its own expense, the facts demon-

onc. 

6. Because the adoption of the independent 
system eliminates from the subway discus- 
sion the third tracking and extension of the 
elevated railroads, unfairly and improperly 
included in this discussion by the Inter- 
borough Company, and leaves this distinctly 
separate proposition to stand on its own 
merits. 

7. Because the independent system will 
give quick relief to congested sections of the 
city and at the same time will force the 
prompt construction of the natural and 
logical extensions of the Interborough sys- 
tem with its own funds. 

8. Because the history of rapid transit dis- 
cussion for the past three years shows clear- 
ly the general acceptance by the public, 
the press, and the Public Service Commis- 
sion of an independent route as the best 
solution of the subway problem in this city. 


Operating Lease Question. 


Two other points rafsed in the Mitchel- 
Prendergast report were emphasized by 
them as supporting their contention for 
an independent subway. The first was 
that the proposed readjustment of the op- 


erating leases of the present subway, re- 
ducing the longer lease and it renewal 
period by fifteen years and the Brooklyn 
extension lease and its renewal period by 
three years, was not so generous to the 
city as had been commonly supposed. 
The report pointed out that with respect 
to the main lease as it stands to-day 
there would have to-be a readjustment of 
the terms of compensation at the end of 
50 years and, on the Brooklyn lease, a 
readjustment at the end of 35 years. 
This, according to the report, since the 
principal lease has run six years and 
the Brooklyn lease three years, would 
bring a readjustment of compensation to 
the city at the end of 44 years in one 
case and at the end of 32 years in the 
other case, whereas under the offer of 
the Interborough a flat term of: forty- 
nine years on top of the 5 years before 
the subway extensions could be opened, 
would prolon® the present rate of com- 
pensation without readjustment for 10 
years in the case of the longer lease and 
for 22 years in the case of the Brooklyn 
lease. , 
Another point raised by the majority re- 
port was that in offering to start con- 
struction in all boroughs at the same time 
the Interborough offer would either have 
the effect of enormously increasing the 
congestion in the trunk line section of 
the subway, if it were attempted to op- 
erate the extensions in connection with 
tiie present trunk line section the new 
trunk line portion could be opened, or 
else, if such operation of the outlying ex- 
tensions were not attempted, starting 
construction in all boroughs at once 
would greatly increase the charge for 
interest during the construction period, 
which has to be carried to capital account. 


Mayor Had No Report. 

At several stages of the reading of the 
report and at its close there was a be- 
ginning of applause in the Board of Es- 
timate Chamber, which Mayor Gaynor 
declared unseemly and eventually suc- 


eceded in quieting. When the reading 
Was at an end the Mayor said: 

‘** My two associates, with whom I find 
no fault whatever, did not find it conve- 
nieut to let me have a copy of their re- 
port, and accordingly I have no report 
to submit.”’ 

The Controller then moved the adoption 
of the resolution, and Mr. McAneny ob- 
jected, declaring that it would be a mis- 
take to take precipitate action at this 
time. Mr. McAneny presented his own 
resolution, which he said he would intro- 
duce if the Mitchel-Prendergast resolu- 
tion were either withdrawn or beaten, but 
he declared that he did not offer his reso- 
lution as a substitute, and invoting against 
the Mitchel-Prendergast resolution, as he 
intended to do, he did not mean to be vot- 
ing finally in favor of or against any par- 
ticular subway plan. 

here were sharp exchanges of com- 
méent among members of the board, the 
Mayor keeping out of the argument by 
explaining that if the report of the Tran- 
sit Committee went over he would sub- 
mit a@ minority report, whereas if action 
were forced at once he would not. 

‘*There is much in the report that I 
agree with and much that is fallacious, 
and if we are going to consider it some- 
body ought to make a minority report. 
I would have done so if they had given 
it to me last night, if I had had to sit up 
all night.’’ 

Eventually the Mayor put the Mitchel- 
Prendergast resolution, with the result 
already told, Then came the questions 
whether the meetings of the board in 
Committee of the Whole for the consid- 
erition of the matter should be open or 
private. Mr. Mitchel offered a resolution 
to the effect that all such meetings, with 
the exception of the conference with the 
Public Service Commission, should be 
public. President Miller of the Bronx and 
others objected. 

‘Why not in public?’’ asked Controller 
Prendergast. 

‘** Because I won't, and I can’t talk in 
public,’’ replied Mr, Miller. 

“Well, others can and are willing to, 
and I believe the sessions should be pub- 
lic,’’ replied the Controller. 

“That’s just what the matter Is,”. re- 
torted Mr. Miller. 

Mr. Mitchel withdrew his resolution on 
the understanding that the board would 
meet publicly when important action on 
the matter was to be taken or discussed 
in a formal way. The vote for Mr. Mec- 
Aneny’s resolution referring the matter 
to the Committee of the Whole was unan- 
imous. 


FAVOR THE TRIBOROUGH. 








Report of Messrs. Mitchel and Pren- 
dergast Against the Interborough. 


The report of the Controller and the 
President of the Board of Aldermen as 
majority members of the Transit (om- 
mittee begins with the summary of their 
objections to the Interborough proposi- 
tion and their arguments for an inde- 
pendent subway which have already been 
quoted. The report proceeds to recite 
the resolution under which the transit 
committee was appointed and gives a 
history of its negotiations with the Public 
Service Commission and its study tn con- 
nection with that commission of the Tri- 
borough Subway Route. 

“At the time of the earliest conference 
between the Commission and the Com- 
mittee,’’ the report proceeds, “‘the mem- 
bers of the Committee were informed by 
the Chairman of the Commission that 
negotiations were under way between him 
and the operator of the present subway 
looking to the construction of the logical 
extensions of that subway by the present 
operator with funds to be furnished by 
it. These extension were those popularly 
described as completing the *‘H,”’ namely 
down Seventh Avenue from Forty-second 
Street, and under its projected prolonga- 
tion southward through Liberty Street 
and by tunnel to Brooklyn: and that 
northward from Forty-second Street 


under Madison Avenue to the B 
Committee was informed Reirson Fi oe 
Spring of the year that these negoti-

“At the time of the question - 
taneous construction of these aa:

Should be constructed, if at all, with the 
capital of the operator of the present 
system—it was pointed out by the Com- 
mission to your Committee that both the 
extension of the Interborough system 


and the independent Triborough system | 


would by the time of completion—four or 





tive years hence—afford no greater tran- 
sit facilities than reasonable foresight in- 
dicated, would be required. 

‘Upon this: proposition no member of 
your Committee either at the joint con- 
ference or in committee meeting has 
ever expressed gq contrary view. m 
information furhished by the Chairman 
of the Cemmission it is the understanding 
of your Committee that these negoti- 
ations between the President of the In- 
terborough Company and the Chairman 
of the Commission, looking to the con- 
struction of the Interborough extensions, 
with Interborough money, continued until 
early in the Spring of 1910. According 
to the Chairman, his mind and the mind 
of the President of the Interborough had 
met upon all the essential features of the 
plan, details alone remaining to be ad- 
justed. 

‘During a suspension of these negotla- 
tions the Chairman of the Public Service 
Conrmmission was astonished to. learn of 
the letter of July 5, addressed by the 
President of the Interborough Company to 
the Mayor, a copy of which was later 
forwarded to the Chairman of the Com- 
mission as well. This letter contains the 
surprising suggestion that these exten- 
sions—except that Lexington was sub- 
stituted for Madison Avenue—be con- 
structed for the company with city funds, 
with certain guarantees by the city.’’ 

The report passes next to a history of 
subway proposals and subway routes 
suggested sinee 1907, when the Rapid 
Transit Commission, following the merger 
of the Interborough and Metropolitan 
System, found no interest ready to build 
or’ operate subways under the law as it 
then stood. Stress is laid in this history 
of subway negotiation upon the fact that 
when in March, 1909, the Interborough 
Rapid Transit Company began to adver- 
tise its desire to build extensions of its 
own subway, it’ made all of its proposi- 
tions on the basis of using its own capital, 
and the report quotes one of these ad- 
vertisements winding up with the then 
familiar expression “‘We are ready. to 
act.’’ 

The Committee states that in its con- 
ferences with the Public Service Com- 
mission it was informed that $147,000,000 
would cover the construction of the Tri- 
borough Subway System, including $23,- 
000,000 already appropriated and in con- 
siderable part spent for the Centre Street 
loop and the Fourth Avenue line in 
Brooklyn. The report notes that on 
April 8, 1910, the Board of Aldermen 
adopted a resolution setting aside for 
rapid transit purposes $13,000,000 of cor- 
porate stock, and pledging thereto all 
funds to become available through the 
exemption from the debt limit computa- 
tion of bonds already issued for the con- 
struction of Rapid Transit lines which hed 
become _ self-supporting. From __ this 
source $43,868,325. was in sight, making 
‘credit available to-day and pledged for 
Rapid Transit purposes of $56,868,325, to 
which by the release of further bonds 
issued in connection with the construction 
of the Brooklyn extension of the present 
subway $3,500,000 is to be added. 

To this amount of approximately $60,- 
000,000, the. report proceeds to make cer- 
tain other additions, namely, that out of 
the estimated increase of $172,000,000 of 
taxable realty values in the next five 
years, at least $60,000,000 would be applied 
for rapid transit purposes; and that out 
of the $60,000,000 exempted from the debt 
limit on account of self-supporting dock 
bonds, $30,000,000 might be devoted for 
rapid transit purposes. according to the 
opinion of Corporation Counsel Watson. 
Hence, the report figures that within the 
next five years at least $150,000,000 bor- 
rowing capacity, will be available for sub- 
way purposes, and it notes that the bids 
received for the construction of those 
parts of the Tri-borough subway which 
the Public Service Commission advertised 
this Fall called for $85,437,570. 

The delay in the award of the bids on 
the Tri-borough route, and the receipt 
of the McAdoo offer followed by_ the 
Interborough offer—this latter involving 
the use of $53,000,000 of the city’s credit 
and $75,000,000 provided by the company— 
is next noted in the report, and then the 
majority members of the Transit Com- 
mittee proceed to discuss the Interborough 
offer in and of itself. The committee 
argues that the Interborough offer were 
accepted and the city should undertake at 
the end of ten years or some later time 
prior to the expiration of the entire lease 
to avail itself of the indeterminate feature 
of the franchise, it would have two half- 
systems of subways, which might be 
connected by a link somewhere between 
Thirty-elghth and Forty-second Streets. 

Noting the argument that the city 
could enforce its desire at such a time to 
establish an independent system and have 
this as a means of control over the In- 
terborough in the meantime, the Transit 
Committee remarks: 

Is this not manifestly falacious? If once 
the traveling public of New York, through 
a period of ten years, becomes accustomed 
to a continuous system of through ftransit 
in straight lines up and down the west side 
and up and down the east side of Manhat- 
tan, is it reasonable to believe that the 
governing body of the city could ever con- 
template tearing this system apart and 
forcing the traveling public to adopt wholly 
rew routes to reach given destinations? 
It is the conviction of this committee that 
to bind into the present system these new 
subways as outlined in the proposal which 
are really only extensions, as frankly stated 
by the Interborough, inevitably commits the 
city to their continued operation as integral 
parts of that system until the expiration of 
the lease held by the operating company on 
the existing subway, this, under proposed 
modifications, being for a period of forty- 
nine years. 

This situation, the committee declares, 
brings up squarely the question of an in- 
dependent subway or of effective munic- 
ipal control of monopoly, and it adds to 
the argument just stated the additional 
contention that even if the physical sev- 
erance and independent operation of the 
proposed Interborough extensions were 
possible at some future time, the form of 
dranchise permitted by the pe ony transit 
law at present, requiring the city in such 
an acquisition to pay over to the company 
its outlay, plus.15 per cent. less.the ac- 
cumulated sinking fund, would involve the 
payment of. approximately, $75,000,000, 
which would be at any given moment in 
future a financial impossibility. 








Monopoly for Interborough. 


Hence the committee concludes that the 
adoption of the Interborough proposal 
would mean the certain abandonment of 
all hope for a physical independent sub; 
way system capable of severance from 


the Interborough Subway and over which 
the City of New York might exercise the 
kind of control contemplated in the Rapid 
Transit act by the provision for indeter- 
minate franchises. The majority mem- 
bers next consider the advisability of 
such a step in the light of the platforms 
upon which they .were elected as such 
pledges are interpreted by them. The re- 
port continues: 


This—the platform—absolutely committed 
the candidates to the construction of a new 
and physically independent system of sub- 
ways—physically independent because strict 
and effective municipal control cannot be 
exercised over an extension or a section 
which for its very existence as an operating 
entity depends upon a main stem over 
which the city has not and cannot obtain 
control for fifty years. When the people 
on election day approved the declaration 
that future subways should be built with 
city funds it was not because the taxpayers 
preferred to spend their own money rather 
than the money of a corporation, but be- 
cause it was clearly appreciated that only 
by excluding private capital from construc- 
tion of new subways could the city secure 
that kind of control which would enable it 
to substitute a satisfactory for an unsatis- 
factory operator. 


The report contends that the abandon- 
ment of the independent subway idea 
should only be ccnsidered for the weight- 
iest of reasons arising since the last elec- 
tion, and then declares that there remain 
the gravest reasons <gainst any such 
abandonment. It continues: 


Some of these reasons your committee 
submits are to be found In the history of 
the relations of the Interborough Company 
with the City of New York and with the 
various efforts to compel adequate service 
by that corporation. That history discloses 
@ corporation always reactionary and al- 
ways unwilling to comply with the reason- 
able requirements of authority to improve 
its system, its service, or its equipment; a 
corporation always disregardful of the pub- 
lic comfort, always contemptuous of au- 
thority until it faced compulsion brought 
to bear through the machinery of the law. 

Your committee points out that the attl- 
tude of the operator of the present Subway 
displayed by its disregard of public con- 
venience, the contempt which it has shown 
for the reasonable orders of the Public 
Service Commission, and its resistance to 
them has been due to the fact that that 
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company holds the prcewnt bway under 
@ long term lease which is not susceptible 
of modification by the city or by any 
municipal or governmental authority. The 
Interborough Company, intrenched behind 
the unassailable rights. granted it by virtue 
of its present lease, can afford to flout the 
city authorities and the Public Service Com- 
mission and to despise public indignation, 
Since the public has the option either to 
ride under the conditions offered by. the 
Interborough Company or to walk. 

In @ case such as the one presented the 
future attitude and behavior of a public 
service corporation, or of an individual, 
can be judged only by its record. What has 
been true of the Interborough \Company in 
the past it is only fair to assume will be 
true in the future of that company or of 
any other company if it be situated and in- 
trenched in like manner. There is but one 
lever offered to the City of New York 
through the Public Service Commission by 
which to control the future operation of fu- 
ture subways, but one safeguard against 
bad service, bad equipment, and bad man- 
agement. That is found in the provisions of 
the present rapid transit law enabling the 
city to lease its subways under an indeter- 
minate franchise, terminable in ten years, 
guaranteeing to the municipality the right 
to change the operator at will, or to under- 
take operation in its own interests if it 
should see fit to adopt that course. 


The report declares that the essential 
element of competition in subway opera- 
tion in New York relates to the quantity 
and quality of service. It therefore ar- 
gues that the existence of an independent 
system which may be taken by the city 
from the present operator and turned 
over to a new operator or operated by the 
ony itself is the only complete and suf- 
ficient guarantee of adequate service. 
‘““Once emasculate the system controlled 
by the city,’’ the committee declares. 
“and make it incapable of independent 
operation and the threat of future com- 
petition disappears and the leverage upon 
the operator is lost. In summarizing this 
pane of the report, the committee de- 
clares: 


For all of the foregoing reasons, there- 
fore, because of the decision of the people 
in favor of municipal control of future 

subways; because of the history of the In- 
terborough’s relations with the City of New 
York; because of the quality of the service 
which it has rendered; because of its atti- 
tude toward the public and authority, and 
chiefly because municipal control may be 
exercised over future subways only if their 
physical independence be established, your 
committee is firmly convinced that the only 
solution of the transit problem in New 
York will be found in the immediate con- 
struction of an independent subway sys- 
tem ever which the city will be at all times 
in a position to exercise control. To forego 
the immense material and tactical advan- 
tages to be found in the unincumbered own- 
ership of such a system, it would be nec- 
essary for the city to find in the Inter- 
borough's proposition, advantages in rout- 
ing, practical operation and economy in- 
finitely greater than those offered by any 
projected independent system. Moreover, 
and this your committee would emphasize 
as most important, before the city should 
consider the construction of the extensions 
for the Interborough Company to the ex- 
clusion of its own independent system, it 
would be nezessary to show conclusively 
that both could not be had at the same 
time and at the same cost to the city. 

Nhe report passes to the details of the 
present Interborough offer and considers 
first the proposition of the company to 
readjust the terms of its present leases 
to a flat term of forty-nine years from 
the completion of its extensions. With 
five vears added for the construction of 
the extensions, Messrs, Prendergast and 
Mitchel point out, this means a fifty-four- 
vear continuation of the present lease on 
the present basis and a practical reduction 
of fifteen years in the original term and 
renewal period of the longer of the two 
existing leases and of three years in the 
shorter lease, covering the Interborough’s 
present Brooklyn extension. The report 
then declares: 


When it is considered that the present: 
lease provides for a revaluation at the end 
of fifty years, with a general readjustment 
of terms at that time, which, in the case 
of the shorter lease upon the present sys- 
tem would take place some time within 
the next thirty-two years, the offer of the 
Interborough Company to consent to this 
modification does not strike one as being 
quite so disinterested and generous as at 
first sight might be supposed. Its effect 
would be to extend the period of opera- 
tion under the present terms for a period 
of ten years on the longer of the two 
leases, and for a period of twenty-two 
yeurs on the shorter of the two leases, 
while what the company would surrender 
would be merely a portion of the renewal 
term equal to fifteen years on the longer 
lease and three years on the shorter lease, 
a right the value of which to the company 
or to the city would depend entirely upon 
the terms fixed for the renewal at the time 
of the expiration of the original term. In 
other words, it would operate to extend 
for a considerable number of years  op- 
eration under the terms which are now 
netting the Interborough Company 17.2 per 
cent. upon its investment. 


Sees Injustice to the City. 


Next the report considers a plan pro- 
posed by the Interborough for ascertain- 
ing the gross earnings from the exten- 
sions, which, under the terms of its offer, 
are to be made the basis of its profit- 
sharing scheme with the city. The sug- 
gestion of estimating such earnings from 
the number of tickets sold or deposited 
in boxes at stations along the extensions 
and for apportioning non-separable oper- 
ating expenses on the basis of car 
mileage, the commission declares to be 

reatly unjust to the city. It considers 
or example, the case of persons coming 
from the neighborhood of Fortieth Street, 
Brooklyn, practically all of whom go 
either to the financial district or to the 
congested east side districts below Forty- 
second Street, Manhattan. Such passengers, 
it declares, would travel three-fourths of 
their distance over the new extensions 
both going and coming and hence three- 
fourths of the cost of their transporta- 
tion would be borne by the extensions. 


However, the report estimates while the; 


100 per cent. of the revenue arising from 
tickets dropped into the boxes while such 
travelers were going toward Manhattan 
would accrue to the extensions on the re- 
turn journey, the extensions would bear 
the same three-fourths of the transpor- 
tation costs, but would receive none of 
the revenue, as the tickets would be sold 
or deposited along the line of the pres- 
ent subway. In like manner, the report 
analyzes the application of revenue de-' 
rived from Seventh Avenue traffic, south 
of Times Square, 

In this case, @ practically equal divi- 
sion of revenues and expenses is out- 
lined, but for the bulk of the: traffic 
originating on the proposed extensions 
north of Grand Central Station and in 
the Bronx, the report contends that the 
proposed basis of division is as unfair as 
in the case of the Fourth Avenue, Brook- 
lyn subway. 

Taking an illustration from the present 
subway above Grend Central Station, the 
Transit Committee's majority report cites 
reports of the Public Service Commission 
showing that only 45.per cent. of the 
total tickets sold on the present subway 
were sold at stations north of Grand Cen- 
tral in the year ended June 30th last. 
whereas 69 per cent. of the total car 
miles were run north of that station. Ap- 
plying these percentages to the Inter- 
orough’s earnings of the same year as 
a basis for estimating what would happen 
on the extensions of the subway, the 
Transit Committee derives these figures: 

South of North of 
Gr.

The majority of the committee declare 
their conviction that no plan can be de- 
vised that will not greatly increase the 
revenues of the present Subways at the 
expense of the extensions unless the ex- 
tensicns and the present Subway be con- 
sidered as a unit and the profits from 
the whole enlarged system divided with 
the city. 

** Your cornmittee fears,’’ says the re- 
port, “that the present plan will in actual 
operation make such a poor showing for 
the extensions that badly needed exten- 
sions in the outlying boroughs will not be 
built in the future because of fear of loss 
to the city. * * The people living in 
these sparsely settled regions must re- 
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‘member | that their acceptance of the 


present offer, wave y, attractive to 
themi, will set a definite limit on the de- 
velopment of their boroughs for the next 
fifty years.”’ 

Answering the argument based on the 
so-called: five-cent universal fare involved 
in the Interborough’s offer, the report 
considers side by side the triborough sys- 
tem and the system as proposed for ex- 
tension by the Interborough, particularity 
with respect to access to the distributing 
centre in the financial, business, shop- 
ping, and theatre district of Manhattan. 
it concludes that, with the exception ot 
the lower west side in Manhattan anda 
the Eastern Parkway district in Brook- 
lyn, the city is equally well served by 
either system, particularly in view of the 
fact: that the modiffcation of the tribor- 
ough suggested by Mr. McAdoo brings pas- 
sengers to within one block of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad terminal. On this point 
the report concludes: 

“The only points to which passengers 
on the triborough system will be unable 
to ride for a five-cent fare are points on 
the west side of Manhattan, to which 
travel from other boroughs is so light as 
to be practically negligible.’ 

In regard to the assertion that the In- 
terporough offer will give quicker rei: 
to the transit situation than the tribor- 
ough plan, the report notes that, where- 
as the entire triborough will not take a 
longer time to complete than the entire 
Interborough system, the Broadway ana 
Lafayette Avenue lines in Brooklyn, 
which can be built in two years, could 
be so constructed and hitched up to tn 
Fourth Avenue subway system at the 
eariiest practicable date, even if the tri- 
borough were the plan adopted. 

Further than this, it is declared that 
the immediate inception of construction 
work in all boroughs proposed by the In- 
terborough offer must have one of two 
results: 

“If it is planned to connect outlying 
extensions with the present Subway as 
soon as they are complete, the result will 
be a congestion in the present Subway 
worse than anything ever experienced 
or imagined and the increase of the prof- 
its of the operating company by a cor- 
responding amount.” 

If, on the other hand, ‘“‘ the manifest im- 
possibility of driving all the additional 
traffic from Brooklyn and the Bronx into 
the present tube through the Borough of 
Manhattan,”’ prevents such operation of 
the extensions the result, the .committee 
argues, must be a tremendous and need- 
less charge on both the city and the com- 
pany for the securities issued for con- 
struction. 

As to the operation of future extensions 
by the Interborough under a guarantee 
from the city against loss, the committee 
remarks that any operating contract for 
the triborough system would necessarily 
include a like or better provision, so it is 
unable to see what advantage the agree- 
ment offers over an independent route. 
In considering the question of service the 
report of the majority of the Transit Com- 
mittee notes the argument that the city 
owes to the Fennsylvania Railroad the 
duty of providing adequate facilities for 
a new station. In this connection it de- 
elares: 


While your committee agrees that ade- 
quate transit facilities for this enormous 
expected traffic are most desirable, it nev- 
ertheless is convinced that a higher duty 
is due from the city to its general popu- 
lation and its outlying boroughs than to 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company. Your 
committee is mindful of the fact that the 
greater part of the travel to and from the 
Pennsylvania Station is composed of those 
who live in and commute from New Jersey. 
While these persons should undoubtedly be 
cared for as soon as possible, nevertheless 
if choice between an independent system 
and service for the Pennsylvania terminal 
must be made, your committee feels that 
the best interests and advantages of the 
City of New York do not He in the’ up- 
building of New Jersey suburbs, but rather 
in the development of Brooklyn, the Bronx, 
Queens, and Richmond. 


Except as concerns the lower west 
side extension in Manhattan, a small 
section in the northern middle section 
of the Bronx and the Eastern Parkway 
section in Brooklyn, the committee finds 
that. the Interborough offer considered 
as an alternative to the Tri-Borough of- 
fer is not markedly superior in point of 
traffic facilities. However, the majority 
members of the transit committee ex- 
press their conviction that the question 
of alternatives is not presented and point 
to the fact that the Interborough stood 
ready &@& year ago to construct its own 
extension with its own money: also to 
the fact that it was negotiating last 
Spring for the construction of part of 
its extensions with its own money with 
the full knowledge that the city propose 
to build a tri-borough system. The re- 
port continues: ‘ 


Something changed the company’s atti- 
tude upon this question. Your committes 
Suggests that possibly the reason for this 
change of front is found in the fact that 
the city, through the operation of the con- 
stitutional amendment, became possessed 
of available credit to the amount of some 
$44,000,000, which before was not within 
its reach. It is always easier for a corpora- 
tion to use some one else’s money rather 
than its own. It is also quite apparent 
that, should the city accede to the demand 
of the Interborough Company and denude 
itself of a considerable part of its now 
available credit, it would thereby render 
itself unable for an indefinite period to 
proceed with the construction of an inde- 
pendent city system. It is manifest that 
the interest of the Interborough in pro- 
curing the allottment of city credit to its 
own purpose is twofold: (1) The use of the 
city’s money in place of its own; and (2) the 
annihilation of all danger of competition for 
the future. Your committee is convinced 
that had there not been some development 
giving the Interborough Company reason to 
believe that it could procure from,the city 
an allottment of its credit to the Inter- 
borough’s purposes, that company would be- 
fore this time have been engaged in con- 
structing the logical extensions of its own 
system with its own funds. Your com- 
mittee is convinced that the Interborough 
company will be forced. as an economic 
necessity, to undertake the construction of 
those logical extensions with its own funds 
if the city proceeds to construct an inde- 

endent system in its own interests. These 

Ogical extensions are the Seventh Avenue 
route southward from Forty-second Street, 
the Madison Avenue route northward from 
Forty-second Street, the Eastern Parkway 
extension in Brooklyn, and the White Plains 
Avenue extension in the Bronx. Being, as 
they are, the natural complementary parts 
of the Interborough system which is now 
held by that company under an unassaila- 
ble lease for a period of fifty years, the 
same arguments and principles He in favor 
of their construction with the capital of 
the operator which forbid the Construction 
of an independent subway system by any 
capital other than the city’s. Your com- 
mittee is convinced that the city can have 
these natural extensions of the Interbor- 
ough system and, at the same time, have 
its independent system, if only the members 
of this board will stand fast by the princl- 
ples which, in our judgment, should govern 
the settlement of this question. 


As to the ability of the traffic to sup- 
port both the Interborough, extensions, 
constructed on the credit of that company, 
and an independent subway, constructed 
on the triborough plan, the report points 
to the average yearly increase in traffic on 
all transit lines In the City of New York 
for the last ten vears cf 67,795.920 and to 
the aggregate increase of 400,000,000 In 
the last five years, and of 130,000,000 in 
1910 over 1909. It declares that this rate 
of increase justifies the expectation of at 
least 100,600,000. more people to travel on 
the eitv’s transit lines at the end of an- 
other five veers, which it considers con- 
siderably more than the triborough sys- 
tern requires in order to be self-supported. 


Profitable to the Interborough. 


The Interborough, so the report de- 
clares, even if it did not originate any 
new traffic on its extensions, and with- 
out considering a saving estimated by

UNION REPLIES TO THE MAYOR. 


Quotes from His Campaign Speeches 
to Show Attitude Toward Subways. 


The Central Labor Union of Brooklyn, 
which has been engaged in a warm con- 
troversy with the Mayor over the sub- 
way situation, and to whose members it 
was understood he referred as ‘“ labor 
misleaders ’’ in his speech on Wednesday 
to the walking delegates of the building 
trades, replied to him yesterday. The 
letter was signed by the President of the 
union and Otto Nichols, its Corresponding 
Secretary, whom the Mayor mentioned 
by name in his speech. 

Here is the letter: 


Brooklyn, N. Y., Jan. 4, 1911. 
Hon. William J. Gaynor, Mayor of the City 
of New York. 

Dear Sir: Your communication of Dec. 
20 addressed to Maurice De Young, Presi- 
dent of the Central Labor Union, was read 
at the meeting of the body on Wednesday 
evening, Dec. 28, 1910, and referred to the 
Executive Committee to draft a reply in the 
form of an open letter to your Honor. The 
Central Labor Union is more than pleased 
to know that you are willing to receive let- 
ters or committees to discuss the subway 
question. 

You say in your letter: ‘‘It might be 
well for you to remember also that this 
matter of subways is a thing that I have 
studied for many years, and it is possible 
that I know something about it. It might 
also be well to remember that I sat six- 
teen years on the Supreme Court bench as 
a Judge, and had such matters to deal 
with, and that I am t@ some extent pre- 
pared to deal with they 

During your judicial career, Mr. Mayor, 
the Central Labor Union has admired you 
for your sound judgment in dealing with all 
matters appertaining to public welfare, and 
it was that knowledge that led us to believe 
that you were the Moses to lead us out of 
the wilderness, but your attitude since this 
important question of subways has been in

It is to win that 
prize that every speciously attractive fea- 
ture in the provesal of the company has 
been incorporated. The sophistry employed 
by the company in its argument that the 
proposed .extensions are capable of sever- 
ance and operation independently has al- 
ready been exposed in the earlier portion of 
its report. Had the company been in 
good faith in this matter it might easily 
have so framed its offer as to disarm in 
part this greatest of objections. It might 
have offered to surrender its present lease 
in so far as: that lease covers the system 
south of Forty-seccnd Street and north of 
Liberty Street and accept in lieu thereof 
an indeterminate franchise over this portion 
of its present route, asking in return a 
flat term of forty-nine years over the pro- 
posed Seventh Avenue extension southward.

patience when they ask 
views on how subways could or 
should be built andgoperated shall 
be compared with those of the authori- 
ties who discussed the question with- 
out so much as mentioning the consid- 
erations to which Messrs. MITCHEL and 
PRENDERGAST attach prime importance. 
On the other hand, the gentlemen who 
have no superiors upon the. points cf 
how to construct and finance public 
utilities have no especial authority upon 
the interpretation of the last election. 
If there is to be any progress it must 
be by accepting the advice of somebody 
upon the matters about which they are 
specially qualified to advise. We are 


among those who think that the report 


of the joint committee to the Mayor 
was as near finality as we can get on 
the subjects covered. We do not see 
that the signers of the thirty-three 
pages of report have reopened any of 
those questions. And the colleagues of 
the gentlemen who made the report 
agree with us. The elaborate document 
did not receive a single vote in addition 
to those of the signers. The Board of 
Estimate rejected it without even ask- 
{ng for the minority report, and after an 
interval which could not have sufficed 
for reading it. It is difficult to see how 
they could have treated the report with 
less ‘respect, or done it more exact jus- 
tice. On the points regarding which 
the President of the Aldermen and the 
Controller differ from the joint com- 
mittee’s report it substituted appeals 
to prejudice and ignorance for argu- 
ments addressed to reasonable beings. 
That is an excellent way to obstruct 
construction of subways, and has no 
other merit. 

It remains to consider the very impor- 
tant considerations which the joint 
committee did not even mention, and 
respecting which the President of the‘ 
Aldermen and the Controller are recog- 
nized experts, if not the sole living 
authorities. They alone know what the 
last election signified as to how sub- 
ways should be built. No other friends 
of the people are genuine. No one is 
qualified to judge for them what man- 
date they received at the polls or what 
they shall do with it. They set it down 
in large print above their signatures as 
matters of personal conscience and po- 
litical principle— 

that the available credit of the city 

be devoted to the construction of an 

independent, municipally owned and 
controlled subway system whose integ- 


rity as an operating unit can be for- 
ever maintained. 


That the present or,future available 
credit of the city shal] not be lent, in 
whole or in part, to any existing cor- 
poration or individual, for the exten- 

‘sion of any existing system of sub- 
ways until such independent system 
shall be completed and in operation. 


‘And on the issues thus formulated by 
themselves they were unable to attract 
@ single vote from among their own 
colleagues. We know of no such dis- 
tinguished contribution to the cause of 
hastening subway construction as this, 
and there is nobody to thank for it ex- 
cept the two gentlemen who have thus 
deposited themselves in something re- 
gsembling a last ditch. This report cre- 
ates a personal crisis which we refrain 
from discussing further at this time.

There is a strange condemnation of 
the citizens of New York in this argu- 
ment. They permit themselves, accord- 
ing to The Art News, to be influenced 
to oppose the plans of a society of 
artists by a newspaper which has some 
grudge against that society. But, of 
course, The Art News knows well, as 
every citizen of New York who is in- 
terested in the development of the fine 
arts also knows, that the National 
Academy of Design has no better friend, 
no stronger supporter, than THE NEW 
York Times. The plans of the Acad- 
emicians to secure building sites in 
public parks are opposed not only by 
Tue TIMES but by ail the sensible, pub- 
lic-spirited people of this city. This 
opposition will, in the end, work for 
the Academy’s own good. The parks 
must be preserved from all encroach- 
ment. But the Academy will eventually 
secure a much better building site out 
of any .park than either of the two it 
has thus far tried to get on park lands. 

We should like to accept the declara- 
tion of The Art News that the Bryant 
Park scheme has “ died a-bornin’” as 
final. But we shall keep our eyes and 
ears open. We have an idea that the 
Academy of Design’s designs upon the 
parks have not yet been killed. But 
they will come to nothing, and the 
Academy will never get its new bulld- 
ng until it gets over its idea of park 
nvasion. 


CHARLES SUMNER. 

The distinguishing trait in the char- 
acter of CHARLES SUMNER, whose cen- 
tenary is celebrated to-day, was a stub- 
born and sincere conviction that the 
right as he saw it was the whole right 
and nothing but the right. In the 
stormy times in which he entered public 
life, and for many years afterward, this 
conviction, with the intellectual power 
and the impressive personality that 
were his in a rare degree, made him a 
powerful leader of public sentiment and 
one of the chief instrumentalities for 
the determination of the tremendous 
problem of slavery. In the difficult pe- 
riod of reconstruction and in the solu- 
tion of the grave and threatening com- 
plications growing out of the conduct of 
Great Britain during the civil war the 
influence of Mr. SUMNER was very 
great; it may be seriously questioned 
whether it was, on the whole, advanta- 








geous. 

Curiously enough,. Mr. SUMNER was 
drawn into the agitation of the slavery 
question that led up to the war, not so 
much by sympathy. with the wretched 
victims of slavery as by indignation at 
the infringements of the rights and lib- 
erties of the white citizens of the North 
which were undertaken by the National 
Government in the interest of the slave 
power. The fugitive slave law, with its 
practical denial of the writ of habeas 
corpus; the despotic and arbitrary 
power it conferred on minor and irre- 
sponsible magistrates, its invasion of 
the jurisdiction of the States, and its 
control over the actions of individual 
citizens, first aroused his passionate re- 
sentment and enlisted him in political 
opposition to the party in power. Once 
enlisted he never returned to private 
life. 

It was at-this stage of his career that 
he made what was probably the most 
valuable of his contributions to the po- 
litical struggle against slavery. He 
worked out and vigorously advocated 
what ultimately became the National 
policy of the Republican Party—resist- 
ance to the slightest extension of slav- 
ery through the admission of new 
States, prohibition of slavery in the 
Territories, suppression of inter-State 
or ocean-borne slave trade, and, in 
general, the treatment of slavery in all 
regards as sectional and fiot as Na- 
tional, to be let alone in the States but 
to be kept severely within State lines. 
As slavery was wholly agricultural 
and necessarily exhausting, this was 
in effect a declaration of war for the 
extermination of the system and for 
the suppression of the political ambi- 
tion of the men of the South, the most 
spirited and aggressive race America 
has produced. But the policy was suf- 
ficiently within the letter of the Con- 
stitution, and sufficiently in harmorfy 
with the law-abiding spirit of the 
North, to admit of the organization of 
a great political party to carry it into 
effect. 

Mr. SUMNER’S election to the Senate 
in 1851 was the first conspicuous in- 
stance of coalition between the oppo- 
nents of slavery in both the great par- 
ties which rapidly led to the forma- 
tion, growth, and final triumph of the 
Republican Party, and at this juncture 
Mr. SUMNER, acting with entire un- 
selfishness and in the most honorable 
manner, showed political skill and pre- 
with other aims, would 
have made him a great party leader 
and organizer. But, while intensely 
conscious of his own powers, and often 
exerting them in an imperious temper, 
he was without personal ambition. If 
he insisted on his way, it was because 
he was entirely sure that it was the 
best and only way to promote the 
cause he had espoused. In the Senate 
he promptly took up the attack on the 
Constitutional pretensions of the slave 
power. With social position and pres- 
tige equal to any, with wide learning 
in the law, in literature, in languages 
ancient and modern, with a style of 
oratory emphatic, florid, and passion- 
ate, but with rigid logic and a wealth 
of facts and illustration at his ‘easy 
disposal, he awakened the intense en- 
thusiasm of those who sympathized 
with him and the bitterest animosity 
of his opponents. His courage verged | 





ig audacity, and he never hesitated wie 


use the most offensive terms in char- 
acterizing men who were accustomed 
to meet offense with violence, though 
he seemed quite oblivious to the fact 
that he was offensive. The assault 
upon him in 1856—a brutal and das- 
tardly act—probably ded more than any 
incident of the anti-slavery struggle to 
arouse the North to a conception of 
the real nature of that struggle and 
also to awaken in the South the pas- 
sions that made a peaceful solution im- 
possible. It disabled Mr. SumNnER from 
further public service practically until 
the eve of the war. — 

During the war a conspicuous service 
rendered by Mr. SuMNER was the sound 
view he took of the rights and duties 
of neutrals in the “Trent affair,” 
when Confederate Commissioners were 
seized and removed from a British 
merchantman plying between neutral 
ports. After the war he was the lead- 
er in the Senate of the radical party 
which aimed to treat the would-be se- 
ceding States as Territories to be 
governed by Federal officers, and to 
maintain by force the equal rights, 
political and civil, and even social, of 
the negroes. This policy was a logical 
enough product of his premises, and 
it was sustained with untiring vigor 
and persistence. While it was not 
fully adopted, it had sufficient influ- 
ence upon the actual solution to in- 
volve the Nation in serious difficulties, 
and was doubtless the cause of the 
practical failure of reconstruction as 
originally planned. 

Another example of Mr. SUMNER’S 
extreme\temper in dealing with com- 
plex matters was his view of the ‘in- 
direct damages” to be demanded from 
Great Britain as compensation for the 
harm done by Confederate cruisers. He 
held that the course of Englard, be- 
ginning with the recognition ‘of Con- 
federate belligerency, had prevented 
the prompt Suppression of rebellion 
and caused incalculable loss to the 
United States, and he proposed the 
cession of Canada as the only ade- 
quate satisfaction for our “ National ”’ 
injuries. No man with less absolute 
faith in'the exclusive soundness of his 
own convictions could have seriously 
advanced such a theory. . The claim 
was quietly shelved by the Tribunal of 
Geneva. 

Mr. SUMNER was the last of the great 
American statesmen with whom ora- 
tory was an art and a profession. Of 
noble presence, with a voice resonant 
and expressive, he labored minutely to 
make his direct impression upon nis 
auditors. | For this day, his elaborate 
learning, his prodigality of quotation 
and erudite illustration, his calculated 
and swelling periods, the ornate pas- 
sion of his invective, and the lofty 
movement of his argument would not 
attract. Nor, indeed, would they have 
been telling in the last generation, had 
they not been inspired by splendid sin- 
cerity and guided by an intellect of 
great force magnificently trained for 
his purposes. With all the qualifica- 
tions later experience enables us to 
make, we must still recognize him as 
a great leader in a great cause.

THE RHODE ISLAND SENATORSHIP. 

When Senator Aupricu of Rhode 
Island and Senator Hate of Maine 
announced their intention to decline 
further service in the Senate at the 
expiration of their present terms, the 
insurgents rejoiced. They felt that 
they were gaining ground, that the 
chiefs and the defenders of the old 
Republicanism were retiring from the 
field to escape the humiliation of open 
and certain defeat. We invite the at- 
tention of all insurgent Republicans 
and of students of men and of politics 
to what is going on in Rhode Island, 
where a successor to Senator ALDRICH 
will shortly be elected. 

There are two candidates for the 
office. One is Mr. Henry F. Lippirr, 
a Rhode Island manufacturer, deeply 
interested in the cotton goods schedule. 
As an indication of the nature of his 
interest and of his efforts to serve 
that interest, we print an extract from 
a letter written*by Mr. R. K. Maclra, 
Chairman of the Wholesale Dry Goods. 
General Committee of this city, print- 
ed in The Dry Goods Guide for Decem- 
ber, 1910: 

It is time the public realized the 
work of the Lippitt-MacColl band at 
The New York Custom House during 
the last nine years of the Dingley 
law's operation. Constantly in touch 
with all that was going on, they have 
openly connected themselves with 
direct attempts to make higher duties 
apply to our trifling importations of 
the classes of cotton cloth they manu- 
facture largely here, for no other 
possible purpose than to gain a trade 
advantage in the sale of their produc- 
tions. Their several attempts to have 
the flax schedule duty on ‘ etamine 
and vitrage’’ at 60 per cent. apply to 
various kinds of cotton cloth, such as 
voiles, tissues, marquisettes, muslin, 
grenadines, madras-muslin, &c., so, as 
to raise the established duties of 35 
per cent. and 40 per cent. ad valorem 
to 60 per cent., are examples. Such 
questions only arose by their instiga- 
tion. 

Because finally and properly defeated 
in these attempts, they then claimed to 
members of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee and others that the Dingley law 
was broken down in its operation. 








Mr. ALDRICH himself was not a more 
faithful and zealous servant of the 
standpat ‘‘interests’’ than Mr. Lip- 
PITT would be.

The other candidate whose name will 
come before the Legislature is Judge 
Le Baron B. Cott of Bristol. Judge 
Cott is a graduate of Yale, practiced 
law in Chicago, was a United States 
District Judge in the Rhode Island 
District from 1881 to 1884, and since 
1884 he has been United States Circuit 
Judge in the First Judicial Circuit. 
His course on the bench has won him 
universal respect, he is a man of high 
standing and character, and is not, 
either by custom and conviction or 
through pecuniary investments, a slave 
to the “interests”’ whose grip upon the 
United States Senate the insurgents 
have valiantly striven to break. 

A Committee of Fifty-one has been 
organized in the interest of Judge 
Cou?r’s candidacy, and this committee 
has held a sort of informal direct 
primary. It addressed a letter to 
thousands of voters in Rhode Island, 
asking them to use their influence with 
their representatives in the Legislature 
in favor of Judge Cout, if they pre- 
ferred that he should be Senator in- 
stead of Mr. Lippirr. Something like 
four out of five of the replies to the 
committee’s letter favor Judge Court. 
In the Judge’s home town of Bristol a 
petition to the Legislature asking for 
his election to the Senate has been 
signed by more than 1,400 voters. The 
petition was signed by every town 
officer, every member of the School 
Committee but one, all the members 
of the Town Council, the Chief of 
Police, Collector of Customs, Sheriff, 
Superintendent of Schools, and all the 
pastors in Bristol. It declares the be- 
lief of the signers that the election of 
Judge Cour “ will further the best in- 
terests of the whole people of the 
State.” It certainly is a remarkable 
tribute to him, and shows the esteem 
in which he is held among his neigh- 
bors. But the question is not one of 
personal popularity. The Republican 
Party in Rhode Island will by this 
election show whether it is looking 
forward or backward. The election of 
Mr. Lippitt, would obviously go far to 
offset the action of Democratic Legis- 
latures in sending to the Senate men 
rescued from the Democratic wreckage 
of former days—as, possibly, may hap- 
pen in this State and in New Jersey, 
for instance. 








LONDON’S ANARCHIST SCARE, 

If a thousand armed British ‘ bob- 
bies” and a detachment of the Scots 
Guards from the Tower were required 
to hunt down two anarchists in the 
East End of London, how large a force 
would be required to repel a German 
invasion, say, at Dover? London seems 
to be slowly emerging from a panic- 
stricken condition. The shooting down 
of five policemen, detailed to hunt for 
burglars, was an unusual occurrence In 
a city so well policed, but it scarcely 
justifies the subsequent frenzy. The 
London “ bobby” is not generally ac- 
counted a coward. The fault cannot 
lie with the men in the force. How far 
the interference of the officious Home 
Secretary, who certainly has not in. 
creased his repute by playing soldier in 
the streets, is to blame for the Stepney 
fiasco it is not possible to judge. But 
somebody blundered in Sydney Street 
as surely as somebody blundered at 
Balaklava. 

With a clue to the retreat of murder- 
ous anarchists, ten or fifteen New York 
policemen would have surrounded the 
house and captured the men. They 
would not have shrunk from the dan- 
ger of assassination, even if five of 
their fellows had been shot and three 
killed, supposably by the same rascals, 
a few days before. The only.explana- 
tion of the ridiculous mess the London 
police has made of this matter fs that 
the department and the Home Office 
have been panic-stricken by the recent 
murderous acts by foreign criminals in 
various districts of the metropolis. It 
is said that the leader of the supposed 
anarchists is still at large, though it 
was to arrest him, chiefly, that the 
Stepney raid was made. Two men were 
certainly killed, and, as they resisted 
arrest by trying to shoot their pursuers, 
there is no doubt that they were dan- 
gerous criminals. 

The Scots Guards made no better 
showing on Tuesday than the police, 
though it is scarcely a part of a sol- 
dier’s duty to hunt down criminals in a 
city street. The incident, however, will 
doubtless lead to some inquiry as to 
the efficiency of the home guards. They 
make a fine showing around the War 
Office and at Wellington Barracks, 
while the well-drilled detachment which 
marches with such precision every 
evening down -the Embankment, ‘to 
guard the Bank of England through the 
night, strongly Impresses strangers in 
town with a sense of England's mili- 
tary greatness. But what would these 
fine-looking, red-coated fellows do in 
face of a furious mob, such as the 
French soldiers must often encounter?

Hardly a 
month passes that we do not hear from 
somebody who has been selected to re- 
ceive the prisoner’s money and take care 
of the prisoner’s beautiful daughter, and 
not much more than half the time do tne 
people who send us copies of this inter- 
esting correspondence feel sure that the 
thing is an impudent swindle. 

There must be not a few others who 
swallow the musty bait and send on 
money to pay the legal expenses involved 
in getting the ‘promised fortune. Of 
course, Mr. CANNON is about as little 
likely as any man alive to be deceived by 
any such device, but that does not prove 
the good faith of his correspondent.

rights. Things are decidedly different 
now. Higher education ts open to women 
on almost equal terms with men, and not 
a few women are availing themselves of 
the new opportunities. The French acade. 
micians know well: enough that some of 
the women can fairly claim academic

There seems to be a

A single letter of com- 
plaint, printed on this page the other 
day, has brought in dozens more, all 
making the same charges, and this fs not 
the first time that @ like outburst of re- 
sentment and indignation has come from 
our correspondents. : 

It is almost beyond doubt, therefore, 
that the accusations have some founda- 
tion in fact—that the men behind the 
windows in savings banks show a peculiar 
irascibility in their dealings with the 
public. The explanation probably lies 
in the unfamiliarity with banking methods 
which is shown by many savings bank 
depositors. ‘Their departures from rou- 
tine in both putting in and drawing out 
their money are innumerable, and this 
makes a heavy demand upon the patience 
of the tellers. When ignorance joins with 
obstinacy the combination is trying, in- 
deed, and it is not much wonder that 
tempers are occasionally lost. 

The explanation, however, is not an 
excuse, and institutionS that invite the 
deposits of people little likely to be fa- 
mMiliar with the niceties of financial trans- 
actions should not punish the evidences of 
that unfamiliarity which are sure to be 
displayed by those who accept the invita- 
tion. The need for reform {is obvious, 
and it can be effected without much dif- 
ficulty if the higher Officials of the 
savings banks will see to it that their 
subordinates are occasionally reminded 
of the fact that they are the paid ser- 
vants of the depositors whom they treat 
so harshly and impolitely.

A New Rule Requires the Principals 
to Teach. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The criticism of the management of our 
schools and the talk of thorough investi- 
gation seems to have “gotten the 
of the educational authorities. 
At least they are doing some queer things 
in the name of ecoriomy. For example, 
during the coming term each of the high 
school Principals is to be required to 
teach five periods a week. In other words, 
a five-thousand-dol!ar Principal, having 
under his charge over a hundred teachers 
and more than two thousand pupils, is to 
devote one-sixth of the school day to a 
group of thirty or forty pupils. Is this 
true economy? How much conception do 


those issuing the order have of what the 
management of such a school entails? Do 
they realize how little time, even with 
no teaching, the -Principal can devote to 
the pedagogical management of his school 
after rt pr mg 8 the multifarious duties 
connected with the overgrown educational 
machines which a mistaken wisdom has 
established? As a leading educator has 
artly said, the Principal has become little 
more than a “ glorified clerk.’’ 

What would be thought of the manager 
of a great department store who should 
require each head of department to sell 
silk or soap or sugar for an hour each 
day? What would one say of the prop- 
osition that each of the department heads 
of the great Westinghouse Company 
should devote one-sixth of the working 
day to examining blue prints or figuring 
out estimates on ordinary contracts?

A Composition by Robert Kahn Played 
in Their Second Concert. 








The Adele Margulies Trio gave their 
second concert in Mendelssohn Hall last 
evening.

NOTABLE CAREER AS LAWYER 
Aided in Defeating “ Railroad Grab” 
Bills and Won Victory for 80-Cent 
Gas to Householders, 








CORNWALL, Conn., Jan. 5.—Justice 
Edward Baldwin Whitney, appointed to 
the Supreme Court bench of New York 
to fill the vacancy which had been caused 
by the death of Justice Charles W. Day- 
ton by Gov. White on Dec. 24, died at his 
country residence here this afternoon of 
pneumonia. A cold contracted by Judge 
Whitney on his way over from Albany 
after being sworn in brought on con- 
gestion in the lungs, which did not take 
on a serious form unti) last Saturday, 
when double pneumonia became marked. 
Mrs. Whitney and Miss Emily Whitney 
of New Haven, a sister, were at the bed- 
side. 

Edwaré Baldwin Whitney was the son 
of the late William Dwight Whitney, the 
noted philologist and Professor of Sanskrit 
and Comparative Philology at Yale and 
editor in chief of the Century Dictionary. 
He was born in New Haven, Conn., Aug. 
15, 1857, and was graduated from Yale 
in 1878 with the class which included 
President Taft.. He was admitted to the 
bar in this city after being graduated 
from the Columbia Law School in 1880. 
He has always been a Democrat in Na- 
tional politics, but independent in mu- 
nicipal campaigns. He was an organizer 
of the National Association of Democratic 
Clubs and its Secretary from {ts organ- 
ization in 1888 to 1890. Also he was Sec- 
retary of the Anti-Snapper organization 
in this city and went to the National Dem- 
ocratic Convention in Chicago in 1892 as 
an Anti-Snapper delegate. 

Iie was First Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral of the United States under President 
Cleveland and served under Attorney Gen- 
erals Richard Olney, Judson Harmon, 
and Joseph McKenna. He remained in of- 
fice from 1893 to 1897 and took part in 
the argument of many important consti- 
tutional cases. 


He was counsel to the New York State 
Tenement House Commission in 1900, and

‘as such drafted the tenement house law 
of 1901. He acted as special assistant to 
Corporation Counsel Rives in 1903 to ex- 
amine the franchises of the gas. electric 
lighting, and electric subway companics 
of the Borough of Manhattan, and as 
counsel to the People’s Institute and other 
Organizations he took an active part in 
the litigation which established the right 
to free transfer on the surface. street 
railroads. 

He also had a share in defeating the 
,60-called ‘“‘railroad grab bilJls’’ of 1908- 
4. in overthrowing the legislative appor- 
tionment of 1906, and in establishing the 
right to delegate the rate-making power 
to a public service commission. Win 
many consider to be his greatest service, 
howev er, from the public viewpoint was 
in connection with the 80-cent gas suit. 


|The suit began with a lighting investiga- 
tion by the Stevens legislative committee,: 


whose counsel, Charles E. Hughes, was 
isupplied by Mr. Whitney with the data 
‘he had collected as Assistant Corporation 
Counsel. One result. of this inquiry was 
the passage of the bill giving 80-cent gas 
to householders, and then began the Con- 
solidated Gas Company’s suit to nullify 
the Jaw on the ground that it was uncon- 
Stitutional, inasmuch as the low rate was 
Ineld to be confiscatory. 

Mr, Whitney was retained by the Public 
Service Commission to defend the law. 
|After a long and tedious wait the case 
finally reached the docket of the United 
States Supreme Court, that tribunal up- 
holding the contention of Mr. Whitney 
and associate counsel. but allowing the 
company to open the suit again if, after.a 
reasonable trial. it found that the 80-cent 
rate did not permit it to pay a reasonable 
dividend on its capital stock. The com- 
pany did not take the matter any further. 

In the Gubernatorial campaign of 1006 
William R. Hearst laid claim to the gas 
victery, but Mr. Hughes, his opponent, 
gave full credit from the stump to Mr. 
Whitney. Althoygh Hearst had nominat- 
ed Mr. Whitney as a candidate for the 
Supreme Court’ bench during the Hearst- 
Ivins-McClellan contest of 1904 and Mr. 
Whitney was defeated, Hearst left him off 
his judiciary ticket in 1906. Mr. Whitney 
supported Mr. Hughes in that election. 

Mr. Whitney lectured on international 
law for many years at the New York Law 
School. As a member of the Committee 
of the State Bar Association he drew up 
and supported many bills before the Leg- 
islature for the last eight sessions with a 
view of diminishing the delays and ex- 
penses of the law and making: its reme- 
dies more efficient. 

Last year Charles F. Murphy, boss of 
Tammany Hall, refused to nominate Mr. 
Whitney on the Tammany ticket, but be- 
fore that he had been appointed by Gov. 
Hughes to fill the vacancy on the Su- 
preme Court bench caused by the retire- 
ment of Justice Henry A. Gildersleeve. 
When Tammany left him off the ticket 
he was promptly nominated by the Re- 
publicans and indorsed by the Indepen- 
dence League, Mr. Hearst’s organization. 
Ife was defeated, however, by John J. 
Delany, the Tammany candidate, although 
he had the indorsement of ‘many prom- 
inent lawyers. 


On Dec. 20 





last Gov. White appointed 
Mr. Whitney to succeed the late Charles 
W. Dayton in the Supreme Court. He 
announced then that he would resign from 
the position made vacant by Justice Gil- 
dersleeve, and it was rumored that he 
would be nominated by the Republican 
County Judiciary when his term as auc- 
cessor to Justice Dayton would expire on 
Jan. 1. 1912. 

Mr. W hitney’s maternal grandfather 
was a Governor of Connecticut, and his 
uncle, Simon E. Baldwin, is the present 
Democratic Governor of the same: State. 
He was a member of the Century, Uni- 
versity, Lawyers’ and Yale Chubs, and the 

3ar Associations of both city and State. 
In 1886 he married Josepha Newcomb, 
daughter of Simon Newcomb, an astron- 
omer of Washington.- He is survived by 
his wife, four sons, and a daughter.

SAYS COURT HOUSE KILLED HIM. 


Justice Ford Thinks the Unsanitary 
Rooms Ended Judge Whitney’s Life. 


The news of Justice Whitney’s death 
did not reach the County Court’ House 
until after the courts had nearly all ad- 
journed. Justice Ford, sitting in Part 
[V., Trial Term, called a halt in the pro- 
ceedings before him when he heard that 
his former colleague had succumbed tu 
his brief illness and said: 

“*T have heard that Justice Whitney ts 
dead. I have not verified the news, but 
if it is true I am satisfied that his death 
and the other recent deaths of Justices of 
this court are attributable to the unsani- 
tary condition of the County Court 
House, with its drauehts and lack of 
ventilation. The private accommodations 
for Justices are also disgraceful and 
woefully inadequate. 

‘Justice Whitney had for a ‘room in 
which to write his opinions and do the 
private work of his court a place without 
a door and without privacy, a roo 
which was smaller than my father’s horse 
had for a stall. What we need is a new. 
up-to-date Court House, and that without 
delay; not necessarily an ornamental and 
monumental structure such as ambitious 
erehitects might desire, but a practical 
building on business lines, with ample 
elevators. A skyscraper, if necessary, 
but something commodious and fitted for 
the housing of the many branches: of the 
Supreme Court that will be a credit to 
the city.

Original Member of Stotk Exchange 
and President of Harvard Club. 


James Jackson Higginson. one of the ! 
original members of the Stock Exchange, 
died yesterday of pneumonia’ at his homie, 
16 East Forty-first Street. Mr. Higginson 
served during the civil war and for nine; 
months was confined in Libby Prison. He 
was brevetted a Major of Volunteers on 
April 9, 1865, but about a.month later re- 
signed his commission. 

Mr. Higginson was Vice President and a 
Director of the Nome-Montana-New Mex- 
ico Mining Company,.a Trustee of the 
Greenwich Savings Bank, and a Director 
of the Atchison and Eastern Bridge Com- 
pany. He was a former President of the: 
Eye and Ear Infirmary, President of the 
Harvard Club, and a member of the Cent- 
ury, City, U niversity, and Riding Clubs. 
Mr. Higginson was born in this city in 
1836, and was graduated from Harvard 
University with the class of '57. He then 
studied law in Berlin, Germany, but re- 
turned to this country before the out- 
break of the civil war and entered the 
service as a Second Lieutenart of the 
First Massachusetts Cavalry. 

In 1867 Mr. Higginson started his career 
as a stock broker and continued in that 
business until 1892, when he retired and 
sold his seat on the Exchange. He was a 
member of the Board of Education from 
1903 to 1905. Mr. Higginson is survived 
by his wife, three married daughters, and 
@son. He was a eother of Major Henry 
Lee Higginson and Francis Lee Higginson 
of Boston and cousin of Col. Thomas 
Wentworth Higginson, the historian.

“It is hardly necessary to enlarge 

upon the manifest injustice of allowing

A cor- 
poration should be managed solely in its 
own interest and not in the interest of 
some other company. The minority stock~ 
holders are always the sufferers from 
the holding of a majority of the stock 
of their company by another company. 
A stockholder in a small independent 
road suddenly finds that the majority 
interest has been acquired by one of the 
big systems which has perhaps paid for 
it all that it was worth in order to get 
control and proposes to ‘average up’ on 
the minority. . 

“Then begins all over again the sad 
familiar story. which the courts have 
found themselves powerless to prevent. 
Dividends are suspended, new traffic con- 
tracts are made with the holding com- 
pany which prove less advantageous to 
the former; alliances and business that 
were conditioned on the independence of 
the road are lost, the new purchase is 
henceforth regarded as a ‘ feeder’ to the 
main line in every sense of the word; its 
future is sacrificed to that of the hold- 
ing company, the earnings are absorbed 
in improvements, and perhaps if it is 
‘worth while’ an additional mortgage is 
put upon the property for further im- 
provements, In the end the minority 
stockholder gets tired waiting for the re- 
sumption of the dividends on the faith 
of which he bought into the company, and 
so the holding company or the ‘insiders’ 
get the stock at their own price if they 
are patient and sufficiently expert to 
‘keep prayerfully within the law.’ This 
happens far too often in all classes of cor- 
porations to justify a continuance of this 
barbarous condition with the remedy so 
close at hand. ° d 


Squeezing Out the Minority. 


“To cite only 2 few of the many cases 
of the kind that have come under my own 
professional observation within the past 
few months: 

(1) The six great trunk lines together 
owned the Hocking Valley Road, which 
in turn had acquired and held a majority 
of the stock of the Kanawha & Michigan 
Railway. The K. & M. held a strategic 
position in the Ohio and West Virginia 
coal fields and was likely to become what 


the ‘community of interest’ gentlemen 
in the railroad world would call a ‘ dis- 
turbing factor,’ which meant that if left 
alone it might expand and become 
an active competitor in the coal-car- 
rying business. A bare majority of its 
stock was aceordingly corralled and the 
road was fairly throttled. But that is 
another story. The road had been grow- 
ing strong and prosperous. It was in the 
unique position of having no substantial 
bonded or other debt, and its stock was 
selling around par over fifteen years ago 
when it became a part of the system and 
before the development of that country 
had fairly begun, and from that time to 
the present day it has never paid a dollar 
in dividends, All its great possibilities 
were shifted to the companies that con- 
trolled it. Every new connection and 
source of business which would have aid- 
ed it at the expense of the trunk lines 
that owned it was forbidden. 

“(2) In 1902 an independent road 
operating in Kansas and Missour! which 
connected with the Union Pacific was 
and had been we five per cent on 
its first preferred stock, which was selling 
around At that time the Union Pacif- 
ic acquired the control which it has con- 
tinued to hold. Its nominees supplanted 
the old independent management in the 
board; and the first offical act of the 
new Directors was to discontinue the pay- 
ment of dividends. The road has never 
since paid adividend and it is claimed 
that its energies have been paralyzed. 
The minority is vainly clamoring for 
justice, 

“(3) In 19038 the New York Central ac- 

uired control of an extensive property 
that was being successfully operated in 
Vermont and in the Northern part of this 
State where it connected with the Central. 
At that time the preferred stock was sell- 
ing near par and was earning its divi- 
dends and about ready to pay them. It 
has never since pead a dollar and the 
hundreds of small investors who supposed 
they were buying a conservative security 
are helpless. All the vitality of the road 
is being sapped by the ‘ holding company.’ 


The Simple Remedy. 


“The remedy is simple. Forbid ab- 
solutely any corporation from holding any 
stock in another corporation. That does 
not mean that it cannot buy the prop- 
erty of the other company provided it 
may otherwise lawfully do so, but it must 
buy every interest or none. Unless

' should be no sale. If the necessary three- 
|, mary review of the fairness of the trans-

any dissatisfied stockholders who at their 
option should also have the right to have 
their shares appraised. In_ the_ latter 
event the purchasers should deposit their 
proportion of the purchase price in court 
and they should receive whatever their 
stock is held to be worth whether more 
or less than the deposited sum. 

‘‘ Another reform needed for the better 
protection of the minority stockholder is 
to’ take away by legislation the restric- 
tions that have been created by the courts 
against review of the discretion of 
rectors, however much abused or dictated 
by self-interest. Under the existing law 
the Directors are the sole judges of 
whether and to what extent the company 
shall pay dividends, and the courts will 
not review their action even where the 
grossest injustice is shown short of act- 
ual fraud. 
sary latidute a man who has secured the 
control of the stock is invited and fairly 
tempted to ‘freeze out’ the minority 
by withholding dividends. 


Plain Corporate Theft. 

Tt seems only a few months since we 
learned the following facts through the 
publication of the official proceedings be- 
fore a Grand Jury not far from here 
concerning one of the ‘prominent’ men 
at our bar, Besides being counsel he 
was a Director and Chairman of the 
Executive Committee of a great corpora- 
tion that had been for years paying divi- 
dends on its stock which it had not 


earned. The stock, which was really 
worthless, had been selling at a fabulous 
price on the strength of these dividends 
until the whole rotten structure tumbled 
like @ house of cards to the ruin of thou- 
‘sands of honest investors. ~ 

: “ One of the stockholders who had pur- 
chased at a high price threatened to sue 
the Directors who had declared these 
unearned dividends to compel the return 
into the treasury of the company of the 
millions of dollars thus unlawfully paid. 
What did this prominent member of our 
bar do under these circumstances? In 
order to avoid the Hability which he and 
his co-Directors had incurred in favor of 
the corporation that had \ been thus 
wronged and to prevent a suit for recov- 
ery in its, interest he buys the worthless 
stock of this holder at an _ exorbitant 
' price and pays for it out of the funds of 
his corporation, thus using the stockhold- 
‘ers’ money to protect himself and the 
other guilty Directors against a claim in

“The operations of these companies will 
require careful watching during the com- 
ing session of the Legislature. These 
rapidly accumulating surpluses are a se- 
rious menace to our entire financial sys- 
tem One and one-half billions of dollars 
of accumulated surplus are now in the 
hands of four of these New York institu- 
tions. Their surpluses are increasing at 
an alarming rate.” ,

Militant English Suffragette Wonders 
How Her Methods Would Go 
In New York. 


A pleasant-faced little English girl 
floated into the headquarters of the Wo- 
man’s Political Uniton, and the presence 
of a small squad of reoprters yesterday 
morning between 11 and 12 o’clock. 

‘‘Here she is,’’ cried Mrs. Stanton 
Blatch, who had been making the most 
of the time teHing of the introduction of 
the American woman’s suffrage bill at 
Albany, and “ Big Tim” Sullivan’s prom- 
ised support. 

‘‘Miss Sylvia Pankhurst,” said Mrs. 
John Winters Branna, who had been to 
the wharf to meet the little English suf- 
fragette, Just come in on the steamer St. 
Paul, and the reporters and the new ar- 
rival gathered around the big, old-time 
kitchen range which is the feature of the 
union’s-rear office, to get th elatest news 
from the English militants. 

Miss Pankhurst said she was glad to 
come to America to learn the conditions, 
and at the tail end of the interview she 
added something which ‘evidently was 
foremost in her mind: 

‘What do you think of the militant 
methods for Ainerica?’’ Nobody an- 
swered. 

Mise Pankhurst 
twice. 

‘You wear a serge dress,’”” she said in 
answer to questions about her prison 
experience, ‘‘and they fed us on skilly 
and brown bread. Every one’s health 
suffered from it, for you don’t sleep and 
vou don’t digest your food.’’ 

Miss Pankhurst was one of the first 
suffragette prisoners, being locked up for 
two weeks in October, 1906, with Mrs.

Insurgent Proposes a-Rule for Pub- 
licity In Committee Business.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—Representative 
Norris of Nebraska, who was the suc- 
cessful leader of the progressives last 
Spring in the struggle for rules reform in 
the House of Representatives, to-day in- 
troduced this resolution: 

Resolved, That unless the House other- 
wise provides, all business before any stand- 
ing, select, or special committee, including 
votes therein, shall be public. . 

‘We must have responsibility,” said 
Judge Norris to-night. ‘‘ The people de- 
mand it, and they demand it rightly and 
justly. We have had enough of work 
behind closed doors. Needed and right 
legislation is throttled there by men who 
would never do it if they could be held 
responsible for their conduct. It is time 
that we should conduct public business 
like men out in the open, fair and square, 
and not like burglars hidden from the 
sight of those for° whom we are acting.’’

SI FIGHT REORGANIZING 


THIRD AVE, RAILROAD 


R. A. Chesebrough and His Build- 
ing Company Sue to Enjoin 
Bondholders’ Committee. 





SAY RIGHTS ARE VIOLATED 





Ask Court to Wind Up Trusteeship 
and Turn the Property Back 
to the Bondholders. 





Robert A. Chesebrough, as holder of 
$112,000 of the bonds of the Third Avenue 
Railroad, which are represented by the 
bondholders’ organization committee, and 
the Chesebrough Building Company, as 
the owner of $55,000 of these bonds, began 
suit yesterday in the Supreme Court 
through the law firm of Stoddard & 
Mark against the Reorganization Com- 
mittee as individuals, seeking an injunc- 
tion restraining the committee from at- 
tempting further to carry into effect the 
so-called second plan of reorganization 
for the Third Avenue property. 

The individual defendants in this suit 


Central Trust Company and Chairman of 
the bondholders’ committee; Adrian Ise- 
lin, Jr., of the banking firm of Iselin & 
Co.; Edmund D, Randolph, Treasurer of 
the New York Life Insurance Company; 
Mortimer Il. Schiff of the banking firm 
of Kuhn, Loeb & Co.; James Timson, 
Treasurer of the Mutual Life Insurance 
Company, and Harry Bronner, a member 
of the banking firm of Haligarten & Co. 
These defendants are acting at present 
not only as a reorganization committee 
but since the purchase of the property 
of the Third Avenue Railroad by the 
bondholders at the foreclosure sale they 
have been acting as Trustees for the 


bondholders in exercising control over the 
property. 

The complaint in Mr. Chesebrough’s suit 
sets forth the terms upon which the 
bondholders propose to reorganize the 
property, which have already been widely 
discussed in connection with the *disap- 
proval of the réorganization plan by the 
Public Service Commission and the legal 
fight which the bondholders’ committee 
has’ started Ly means of certiorari pro- 
ceedings to overthrow the decision of the 
Public Service Commission. It remarks 
among other things that the plan involves 
raising $7,200,000 in cash as a necessary 
condition of reorganizing the property 
and declares that the plaintiffs believe 
that the improved operating conditions 
on the Third Avenue Road have resulted 
in such a profit that this amount of cash 
will be more than sufficient for the re- 
organization. _ 

The complaint then specifies that the 
attempts of the committee to enforce the 
reorganization plan against the decision of 
the Public Service Commission violates 
the rights of the bondholders, entrusted 
to the committee, in the following par- 
ticulars: 


(1) By attempting to carry into execution 
& plan whereby there is awarded the former 
stockholderg of the corporation, (who were 
foreclosed and now have no interest in the 
company,) a sabstantial interest in the new 
corporation and in the property now held 
by the defendants in trust. 

(2) By attempting to carry into execution 
a plan whereby there is allotted to said 
former stockholders $6,400,000 of bonds of 
such order of priority that they are superior 
to the greater part of the securities to be 
issued to the former bondholders. 

(3) By preparing an unnecessarily com- 
plicated plan for the reorganization of the 
railroad company and by protracting their 
trusteeship far beyond the time essential to 
a proper winding up of the trust, and by in- 
curring expenses in excess of those neces- 
sary, and of the limit set by the commit- 
tee in its original invitation to bondholders. 

(4) By neglecting to afford to the holders 
of the certificates issued by the committee 
for the deposit of bonds an opportunity to 
furnish to the corporation the funds which 
it requires for its reorganization. 

(5) By neglecting to make reasonable ef- 
forts to obtain such funds in the open mar- 
ket through the medium of a new bond 
issue. 

The complaint therefore prays that the 
court will not only restrain the defend- 
ants from carrying the second plan into 
effect, but will forbid them to adopt any 
plan whereby the property which they 
hold in trust or any part of it shall be 
granted or disposed of to any person or 
persons othér than the owners of the ex- 
isting bonds except such lien as it may 
be necessary to concede tn order to ob- 
tain the amount of cash necessary for the 
reorganization. The Gourt is asked to 
decree that the bondholders’ committee 
shall at the earliest possible moment wind 
up its trusteeship, turn the Third Ave- 
nue property back to its bondholders, and 
account to them fer thelr action in con- 
nection with the two reorganization plans. 

At the present time the Third Avenue is 
still in the hands of Frederick W. Whit- 
ridge, the receiver appointed by the 
United States Court for operating pur- 
poses.

Crossley Hall Is Burned at a Loss of 
$100,000—Students Lose Effects. 


EAST NORTHFIELD, Mass., Jan. 5.— 
Fire orginating in the basement, sup- 
posediy from spontaneous combustion 
among some rags, to-day destroyed 
Crossley Hall, one of the oldest dormi- 
tories of the Mount Hermon School for 
Boys. The building was of brick, four 
stories in height, and accommodated 10 
students. Most of them had not returned 
from the Christmas vacation, and the few 
persons in the gran. when the fire was 
discovered had no’difficulty in escapinz. 
It was impossible to save any of the 
furniture or the personal effects of the 
students. Four members of the Faculty 
also lost all their effects. The other 
buildings were not endangered.

CONDEMNS INHERITANCE TAX 


Chamber of Commerce Believes It WII 
Keep Away Foreign Investors. 


The Chamber of Commerce, at its regu- 
lar monthly meeting yesterday, elected 
James G, Cannon, President of the Fourth 
National Bank, Chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee to succeed the late 
George F, Seward, and Frank A. Vander- 
lip, President of thé National City Bank, 
to succeed Mr. Cannon as Chairman of the 
Committee on Finance and Currency, and 
an ex-officio member of the Executive 
Committee. Paul Warburg of Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co., was also placed on the Com- 
mittee of Finance and Currency. Mr. 
Warburg is looked upon as one of the 
foremost authorities on banking, and has 
been an active advocate of the estab- 
lishment of a central bank, 

The Chamber put itself on record as 
condemning the inheritance law passed 
this year, because of its deterrant effect 
on investment by foreigners in American 
securities. This action was largely in- 
fluenced by a communication from the 
President of the Chamber of Commerce 
of Paris, which stated that the tax had 
caused consternation among foreign in- 
vestors having accounts and holding 
securities in New York, and that many 
had recently sold their securities and with- 
drawn their balances from New York, 
so as to avoid the new taxes. 

The special committee, appointed last 
Spring, reported a plan for re-establish- 
ing a Court or Committee of Arbitration 


in the Chamber. Their communication 
was held over until the next meeting, 
because the action recommended requires 
a change in the by-laws. Charles L. 
Bernheimer, Chairman of the Special 
Committee, explained the plan, which in- 
volves the addition of a Committee on 
Arbitration, to have supervision over all 
matters referred to the Chamber for ar- 
bitration and to keep a list of not less 
than fifty members willing to act as 
arbitrators. 

The Committee of Three, sent as dele- 
gates to the International Peace Confer- 
ence in Washington, recommended An- 
drew Carnegie for election as an honor- 
ary member of the Chamber, in recogni- 
tion of his distinguished services in the 
cause of peace. The recommendation 
was turned over to the Executive Com- 
mittee for action. Mr.. Carnegie is al- 
realy a regular member of the Chamber. 

William C. Brown, President of the 
New York Central, was one of the new 
members elected. 


MAY REORGANIZE STEEL CO. 


Southern Iron and Steel Company Ap- 
points a Committee on Its Affairs. 


A committee representing the stock and 
bond holders of the Southern Iron and 
Steel Company has been formed to look 
into its affairs. It is less than a year 
since the company was organized to take 
over the Southern Steel Company, which 
went into the hands of receivers in the 
previous year. The Southern Steel Com- 
pany was itself a combination of the Ala- 
bama Steel and Wire Company and the 
Underwood Coal and Iron Company, or- 
ganized in 1905. 

In the next year the Lacey-Buek Iron 
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Coal Company were purchased to 
strengthen the company’s position, and 
the Georgia Steel Company was also add- 
ed to the organization in the same year. 
The depression following the panic upset 
the promoters’ hopes of expanding bus!- 
ness, and the receivership resulted, 

AS a result of the receivership the com- 

ny’s capital was scaled down to §10,- 
$00,000 common and $7,000,000 preferred. 
After the reorganization $1,200, 6 per 
cent, five-year debentures were author- 
ized to pay for new mills and to supply 
working capital.

EL PASO, Texas, Jan. 5.—Two masked 
bandits entered the office of the Angelus 
Hotei to-day and robbed the safe of about 
$5,000 in cash and jewelry, The clerk and 
porter were forced into the basement at 
the point of revolvers. Thirteen safety de- 
posit boxes were extracted and carried 
away. They were found later in the base- 
ment of the Angelus Theatre adjoining the 
hotel. All had been broken open. 

The bandits forced the night clerk to de- 
liver the kev to the inner door of the safe 
before driving him into the basement. 
One man stood guard in the basement, 
while the other opened and looted the 
safe.

Says Family’s Screams Attracted Him 
-to the Store—Police Chief Be- 
lieves His Story.

CUMBERLAND, Md., Jan. 5.—A coro-

.The boy first told his story to his 
mother an hour or so after the dead pair 
were discovered, and afterward repeated 
‘t to the Coroner. It must be said that 
the boy's story, though told clearly, does 
trot find unanimous acceptance. 

+.’ At 2:20 o'clock on last Saturday after- 
noon,” the Norris boy told the Coroner, 
my mother sent me to Norris Young's 
frocery store, down Virginia Avenue, to 
et a2 cane of soap. I got the soap and 
started right back. Just as I got to First 
Street I heard Mrs. Elosser screaming. 
‘Their store is three doors below Vrginia 
Avenue. 

‘“*T ran down there. The store is on the 
corner ard the house is next to it. [ 
saw Mr. Elosser and his wife in the store. 
She was screaming and sank back in the 


other room. Just then Carrie came out 
ihe front door.’’ 

** Carrie,’’ explained the boy, is Mrs. 
Will See, one’of the Elosser girls, and 
jus mother added that her children al- 
ways called the Elosser children by their 
given names, as the families had always 
been intimate. The boy continued: 

-* Everybody was “screagning. I heard 
missus say, ‘Call pop.’ Carrie came/run- 
ning through the room and opened the 
door. She ran up the street to get the 
doctor, and pretty soon she came back. 
I stood at the door and looked in. 

‘Grace and Twigg were sitting on the 
couch. He wasn’t moving, but she was 
shaking all over and moving her hands, 
and Mrs. Elosser was shaking her ana 
trying to make her speak. 

** There were two glasses,’ he continued, 
“and Twigg had one in his hand and 
Grace had one in her hand. His glass 
was like a jelly glass and was half full 
of something, and her glass was a wine 
glass, like the one on the sideboard. 

“There vas a bottle on the floor, and 
that was half full of something with pills 
in the bottom of it, and Twigg'’s glass 
41% green stuff in it like was in the bot- 
tle,”’
